A GURKHA war veteran was 
denied a life-saving kidney trans¬ 
plant because the Government 
would not allow his sister to enter 
the country. 

Kebahang Chemjong, 44, from Canterbury, 
fought in the British Army for 21 years, but 
says it was not enough to convince Home Office 
officials to treat his well-being as a priority 

The scandal is the latest row over the rights 
of Gurkhas, who have been campaigning for a 
fairer immigration policy to allow more of the 
retired soldiers and their families to settle in 
the UK. 

Only after an 18-month struggle by the

SSAFA Forces Help charity - during which 
time the brave Nepalese fighter required 
daily dialysis treatment - did the Govern¬ 
ment accept that Mr Chemjong’s sister 
was who she claimed to be and allowed her 
into the country 

The married father-of-two, who served with 
the Folkestone-based 2nd Battalion, the Royal 
Gurkha Rifles, said: “I thought I had been left 
to die. I did not expect this sort of treatment 
having fought for Britain for so long. 

“I thought being a Gurkha soldier made you 
special, but I was obviously wrong. 

“I just don’t understand why they refused 


the visa for my sister. She was only trying to 
save my life.” 

Mr Chemjong’s kidney problems forced his 
medical discharge from the Army in January, 
2007, and his doctor told him he was in desper¬ 
ate need of a transplant. 

However, the Government’s overseas repre¬ 
sentatives advised against allowing his sister 
into the UK because there were no official doc¬ 
uments to prove her identity. 

They also claimed that even if she was 
telling the truth, letting her into the country 
would be “a drain on NHS resources”. 

This was quickly refuted by Mr Chemjong’s 
doctor, who pointed out that keeping her

POLICE are appealing to people 
who visit the coast - and particu¬ 
larly boat-owners - to be their 
'eyes and ears’ when it conies to 
investigating illegal activity at 
sea, writes Nick Ames. 

They are appealing for help in the fight 
against terrorism, people-smuggling and 
drug-running as well as less serious crimes. 

The move is part of a new initiative called 
Project Kraken, which aims to tackle crime 
and security threats affecting the marine 
community. 

These range from vandalism and theft, to 
national security issues such as drug impor¬ 
tation, immigration crime and terrorism. 

This project demonstrates how the public 


can play a key role in tackling crime and 
national security issues in coastal locations. 

The counter-terrorism hotline is 0800 
789321. 

A police spokesman said: “The covert oper¬ 
ations and sensitive inquiries carried out by 
specialist police teams, such as Special 
Branch Frontier Operations, might some¬ 
times seem a world away from day-to-day 
matters in the community. 

“But information from the people within 
the community can prove vital, particularly 
in relation to drugs supply, immigration 
crime and terrorism.” 

Det Sgt Simon Hiscock, from Kent Police 
Frontier Operations, said: “It is the marine 
community that are our eyes and ears. 

“What you tell us contributes to an intelli¬ 
gence picture and operational profile that 


helps us support tactics to address both local 
and national needs. 

“Sometimes the public are unaware of the 
key role they can play in community intelli¬ 
gence gathering and the difference they can 
make to other people’s quality of life.” 

Officers say they will seek to work togeth¬ 
er to protect Kent’s coastline by mounting 
joint policing operations and exchanging 
information. 

An example of this partnership is a Kent 
Police operation that targets the criminal use 
of small fast craft in the English Channel. 

This operation involves colleagues from UK 
police, French, Dutch and Belgian police, the 
Marine Coastguard and the UK Border 
Agency and is provided around the year.

patient on dialysis would be six times more 
expensive than a kidney transplant. 

Fighting Mr Chemjong’s comer was a case¬ 
worker from SSAFA Forces Help, which sup¬ 
ports current and former servicemen. 

The case-worker, who wished to remain 
anonymous, said: “I understand Government 
agencies are represented by people overseas 
and they have to accept what is relayed back 
to them, but Kebahang fought in the Army 
for 21 years and his case should have been 
settled a lot sooner. 

“What you get annoyed about is that 
Gurkhas want no more than to continue to 
serve this country so they can earn a living 
for themselves and their families. 

“They don’t want to be a drain on society 
and their pride is hurt to a certain extent 
when they are treated as such. 

“Not only did Kebahang feel hard done by, 
but his wife was very worried too because she 
could see his physical condition deteriorating 
all the time. 

“I was at great pains to comfort them both 


and I told them this was a battle we were not 
going to lose.” 

Mr Chemjong’s sister was finally granted 
her visa in February, following a long stream 
of back-and-forth emails between the case¬ 
worker and Canterbury MP Julian Brazier, 
who forwarded the correspondence on to 
Home Office minister Meg Hillier. 

If all goes well, the three-hour transplant 
operation will be undertaken at Guy’s 
Hospital, London, later this year. 

The Government has come under fire in 
recent weeks over its controversial immigra¬ 
tion policy for retired Gurkha soldiers. 

Strong public support for the Nepalese 
fighters’ plight - publicised by Joanna 
Lumley and the Kent-based Gurkha Justice 
Campaign - led to Labour’s first defeat in an 
opposition day debate since 1997. 

A UK Border Agency spokesman disputed 
Mr Chemjong’s claims: “It is not true to claim 
it took 18 months to issue this person a visa.” 

When asked how long it did take, the 
spokesman said the agency was not allowed 
to discuss individual cases.

Angry MP refuses to cough up expenses

A MEDWAY MP caught up in the 
scandal over second-home expense 
claims says he has no plans to pay 
any of the money back. 

Responding to allegations in The Telegraph 
that he spent thousands of pounds of taxpay¬ 
ers’ money on luxury items and redecorating 
at his flat in Rochester, Bob Marshall- 
Andrews said he felt “angry, despondent and 
sad” at the tone of the article. 

And the Labour MP, who is due to stand 
down at the next general election, told Kent 
on Sunday he would not be following the 
lead of other members who have agreed to 
pay back some of their expenses. 

He said: “Of course I’ve considered it in 
light of this story, but I don’t think I should 
have to. My constituents know the property 
in Rochester is essentially my office. 

Tidy ship 

“I also have a room there that I reside in, 
and I do it that way with the specific intent 
to save the taxpayer money because that 
way I don’t have two separate premises. 

“Hand on heart, I think we run a tidy ship 
and when I walk away from it I will not 
carry any benefit with me. I will leave every¬ 
thing behind for whoever replaces me.” 

MPs have this week been queueing up 
repay their expenses claims, after revela¬ 
tions showed the taxpayer had paid for work 
on moats, tennis courts and swimming pools. 

Andrew MacKay quit as an aide to David 
Cameron, Elliot Morley has been suspended 
by Labour for claims on a mortgage that had 
already been paid off, and on Friday Shahid

Malik stepped down as justice minister. 

When asked if he was embarrassed by the 
revelations, Mr Marshall-Andrews replied: 
“I think embarrassed is the wrong word. It 
makes me very despondent and sad because 
I’ve always tried to do a good job. 

“But I’m mainly angry for my staff, because 
this sort of thing upsets them terribly.” 

The Telegraph has run a series of articles 
on MPs’ expenses since official documents 
were leaked to the paper earlier this month. 

Mr Marshall-Andrews was on the firing 
line on Tuesday when it was revealed he had 
claimed £750 on a “multi-room audio sys¬ 
tem” at his office, as well as £1,800 replacing 
his living room carpet with oak wood panels 
and £200 on a pair of Kenyan carpets. 

He also spent thousands on renovations to 
the property as well as £1,300 on an intercom 
system and other furniture for his front door. 

The total amount claimed for the property 
since 2001 is £117,916, with the majority 
spent on monthly mortgage interest charges 
and bills for council tax and groceries. 

Mr Marshall-Andrews said he was angry 
The Telegraph had not made it clear his sec¬ 
ond home doubled as his constituency office, 


nor that most claims were split between his 
own allowance and that for office expenses 
as a result. His main home is in Richmond, 
west London. 

He added that wear and tear of the prop¬ 
erty was inevitable, that 99 per cent of the 
original furniture had been paid for from his 
own pocket, and the audio system was the 
only possession purchased that “provided a 
measure of personal benefit”. 

Mr Marshall-Andrews was first elected as 
an MP in 1997 and scraped back in with a 
majority of just 213 in May, 2005. 

He told KoS he did not know if such reve¬ 
lations about his expenses would have 
caused him to lose his seat if they had come 
to light before the last elections. 

Overhaul 

Mr Marshall-Andrews added: “If the infor¬ 
mation had been put in the public domain 
correctly and people realised my second 
home and my office were one and the same, 
it might have even helped me. 

“I would hope that people would say ‘that 
is how it ought to be done’.” 

Both Prime Minister Gordon Brown and 
Tory leader David Cameron agreed this 
week that the MPs’ expenses system needs a 
complete overhaul, with Mr Brown saying 
claims should be independently scrutinised 
in future. 

Mr Marshall-Andrews, who was one of 27 
rebel MPs to vote against Labour in the his¬ 
toric Gurkhas’ rights debate this month, 
said he agreed the PM on this occasion. 

He said: “I’ve always said there needs to be 
more transparency. I was opposed when the 
Speaker tried to go to court to stop the 
Freedom of Information Act request about 
MPs’ expenses. It was an awful thing to do. 

“We have to reassure people.” 


Woman charged 
over school theft 

A WOMAN has been charged with theft after a 
“considerable” amount of money went missing 
from the Medway school where she worked. 

Sharon Haigh, of Mallingdene Close in 
Cliffe, near Rochester, faces seven counts of 
theft, one of fraud and two relating to forgery, 
police said on Friday. 

The 34-year-old is alleged to have committed 
the crime during her time working at Cliffe 
Woods pre-school. 

Dickens artefact is 
the snuff of legend 

A SNUFF box given to Charles Dickens by 
his Chatham schoolmaster has sold at auction 
for £8,500. 

The rare item, made in 1834, was presented 
to the famous author by his tutor William 
Giles. The 3.5oz silver box was engraved to 
‘Charles Dickens Esquire’ from his ‘sincerely 
attached friend and former tutor W Giles’. 

It was sold at the Philip Serrell Auctioneers 
in Malvern, Worcestershire on Thursday. The 
box was estimated at £8,000-12,000.

Anchors away as Hilary 
renews world record bid 


AN INSPIRATIONAL quadriplegic yachts¬ 
woman is set to relaunch her world record 
attempt to sail solo around the UK. 

Hilary Lister, who lives in Canterbury, was 
forced to abandon last year’s sail due to bad 
weather but the 37-year-old and her support 
team are now ready to begin the Round 
Britain Dream on Wednesday. 

As preparations for the voyage intensified, 
a spokesman for the team said: “Hilary has 
had to overcome the financial challenges of 
this year to be able to finance the Round 
Britain Dream. 

“The project is still searching for a major 
sponsor, remembering that the aim of the 
Round Britain Dream is not only to inspire 
and raise awareness of disabled sailing but to 
raise funds for her charity Hilary’s Dream 
Trust. 

“The trust exists to provide assistance to 
disabled and disadvantaged adults with sail¬ 
ing dreams.” 

But money worries have been set aside as 
Mrs Lister has been focusing on training in 
the Channel off the coast of Dover in prepa¬ 
ration for the main voyage. 

After a small set back last Wednesday, 
which saw the mast of her specially adapted 
boat Me Too break, the team has now moved 
down to Plymouth and only had to delay the 
voyage two days to fix the problem. 

The boat, which is a 6m carbon fibre keel- 
boat designed by Rogers Yacht Design, is con¬ 
trolled using a ‘sip and puff’ system. 

Three straws, which are connected to sensi¬ 
tive pressure switches, are used and a gentle

‘sip’ on one takes the boat starboard (right) 
and a puff on the other takes it to port (left). 

Mrs Lister has already sailed further than 
any other female disabled sailor during her 
first attempt at the round Britain challenge, 
which began from Dover last June. 

Sadly, when she reached Newlyn some 50 
nautical miles around the south coast, bad 
weather stopped the journey.

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‘I know where war hero’s ID tag is’ 


THE identity tag of a downed World War Two 
American airman is still in Thanet and could 
be returned to his relatives in time for a cere¬ 
mony to honour his memory next year. 

According to beachcomber Tony Ovenden, 
the dog tag of George M Hasner were found 
on the beach near where his plane crashed. 

He said: “I know who has the tag, a fellow I 
know who is also a beachcomber. He showed 
it to me and I held it in my hand. 

“In the 1970s a storm smashed the groynes 
at Palm Bay and sand started to erode. We 
found a crater where there’d been a fire and 
we started to find wreckage. 

“In 1995, part of the crater started to show 
again and I found a lump of metal to show an 
expert. At that point I was put in touch with 
the person who has the tag. I borrowed it, not-

ing the name and number, before giving it 
back. I told the chap he should really give it 
back, but he shrugged and that was where it 
was left.” 

Lt George Hasner was aboard a Liberator 


B24 that crashed into cliffs at Princes Walk, 
Palm Bay, on April 27, 1944. The details on 
the tag are: 0752488 T43 MR GP HASNER, 
putting his home as 779 Lafond Avenue, St 
Paul, Minnesota. 

Those involved in commemorating the 
events of that night in 1944, during which 
two Liberators came down in Thanet, are 
appealing for the tag to be returned. 

Simon Moores has taken a keen interest in 
the story and with Mayor of Margate Cllr 
Brian Sullivan arranged a ceremony to hon¬ 
our those who lost their lives that night. 

He said: “It would be right and proper to get 
the tag back so we can do the right thing.” 

A service was held in honour of the airmen 
at the Westgate-on-Sea war memorial last 
week, near the site of the second crash.

THE Bucks Fizz hit Making 
Your Mind Up has been named 
the most popular Eurovision 
song in the contest’s history. 

The 1981 winner, sung by Kent star 
Cheryl Baker, topped the charts in eight 
countries. Now it has been put top of the 
all-time Eurovision chart by PRS for 
Music, which collects artists’ royalties. 

The placing is based on the number of 
plays each song has had from UK broad¬ 
casters - and Bucks Fizz’s hit represented 
37 per cent of all the songs analysed.

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Sir Alan points dreaded finger at Swale Apprentice star after Margate rebrand

APPRENTICE star Mona Lewis 
says she should have trusted her 
knowledge of Kent to avoid being 
booted off the popular BBC show 

The 28-year-old from Sittingboume was 
the latest candidate to be told “you’re fired” 
by Sir Alan Sugar on Wednesday night, 
after her team failed in their attempts to 
rebrand Margate. 

Mona told KoS she felt her team 
made the wrong decision in attempting 
to promote the gritty seaside town as a 
haven for gay people and wishes she 
had fought harder against the idea. 

She said: “Being a resident of Kent, 
and knowing more about it than the 
others, I thought it would be better to 
target the family market because 
Margate has a lot of family heritage, 
it’s receiving a lot of investment and 
there are major things going on. 

“I wish I had fought harder against 
the gay idea because I thought it limit¬ 
ed the market. The problem with me is 
I sometimes have difficulty expressing 
myself and I thought that if I had 
fought any harder it might have made 
me look like I was against gay people.” 

Despite Mona’s opposition to her 
team’s idea, Sir Alan revealed on the 
show how the branding experts and 
residents who acted as judges for the 
task were supportive of it. 

What they were less impressed with 
was the shoddily-produced leaflet and 
cluttered series of posters that accom¬ 
panied the campaign. 

Mona was fired from the show 
after being brought back into the 
boardroom with project manager 
Debra Barr and former commercial

manager James McQuillan. 

She said: “I was fired because Sir Alan 
felt he could not see where I would fit 
into his operation. If his reasons were 
based solely on this particular task 
then I don’t believe it was right for me 
to go because I felt I gave 100 per cent. 

Pleased 

“However, I think the time was right 
for me to leave because I really missed 
my little boy and eight weeks was a 
long time to be away from him for, so I 
was happy in that respect.” 

Mona, who was bom in Karachi,

Pakistan, and is a former financial 
manager, now works for Business Link 
to help Kent firms capitalise on the 
2012 Olympics. 

She told KoS that “only time will 
tell” if her time on The Apprentice will 
help or hinder her future job prospects, 
but that she was pleased with the way 
she came across on the show. 

Mona said: “It was definitely an expe¬ 
rience and it was quite an honour to be 
selected, especially as I have only lived 
in the country for four years. I was able 
to show off my selling and negotiating 
skills and I think I acted with dignity 


and professionalism at all times. 

“In that sense I don’t think I’ve 
done myself any harm at all 
although there are certain people 
left who I think may have some dif¬ 
ficulties in the future. Ben (Clarke) 
for instance is quite arrogant and I 
don’t think he’ll win. He might have to 
lay low for a bit after he is fired.” 

Mona’s firing leaves national 
accounts manager Lorraine Tighe as 
Kent’s only representative left in the 
competition.

Empire collapses at seaside 


A DAY at the seaside for Sir 
Alan Sugar and his team of 
apprentices thrust Margate 
back into the national spotlight. 

Once a popular location for 
the British holidaymaker, the 
town has fallen on hard times 
in recent years and therefore 
appealed to the BBC as a 
place in need of a new image. 

The latest episode saw the 
two teams attempt to rebrand 
the seaside town by producing 
a series of posters and a leaflet. 

Sir Alan pointed to The 02 
arena in London - formerly the 


Millennium Dome - as a per¬ 
fect example of somewhere 
that had been successfully 
re-branded. 

Of all the potential candi¬ 
dates, brash trainee stockbro¬ 
ker Ben Clarke was the most 
critical about what Margate 
had to offer. When his Ignite 
team-mate Lorraine Tighe 
commented on how beautiful 


some of the older buildings in 
the town were, Ben replied: 
“Well, the ones that aren’t 
boarded up.” 

Ignite’s project manager was 
restaurateur Yasmina Siadatan, 
who along with Kate Walsh 
helped create the posters and 
leaflet for their ‘See Margate 
through children’s eyes’ idea. 

Yasmina also had a hard time 


controlling Kent-based Lorraine, 
who constantly criticised their 
team’s poster design. 

Empire was made up of 
Sittingboume resident Mona 
Lewis and her team-mates 
Debra Barr, James McQuillan 
and Howard Ebison, who 
between them agreed to mar¬ 
ket Margate as the ideal desti¬ 
nation for gay people. 


While two separate panels of 
rebranding experts and town 
residents liked the idea, they 
were not impressed with the 
cluttered posters or unfinished 
leaflet that accompanied it. 

Sir Alan told the losing team: 
‘You made a brief statement 
and then whispered the mes¬ 
sage. I don’t think anyone 
objected to the gay theme - 
they just thought it was pathetic. 

“I’m looking at your posters 
and leaflet as an ordinary 
English punter, not a business¬ 
man, and they tell me nothing.”

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Wembley final is proof of 
our potential, says Scally 

Gills chief expects 38.000 tickets to be snapped up 



GILLINGHAM chairman Paul 
Scally says the huge demand for 
Wembley tickets has again demon¬ 
strated the potential of Kent’s 
only Football League club, writes 
Steve Knight

League Two play-off final next Saturday, with 
promotion to the division above at stake. 

But despite an average home attendance of 
just 5,307 this season, the club has been allo¬ 
cated a whopping 38,000 tickets for the make- 
or-break showdown with Shrewsbury Town. 

In comparison, Gillingham’s opponents have 
been handed just 21,000, despite a higher aver¬ 
age attendance of 5,664. 

Mr Scally told Kent on Sunday he expected 
the club’s entire allocation to be sold. 

He said: “I’ve always known there’s great 
potential at this club. We’ve just got to get the 
team back into as high a division as we can 
and build a stronger base. 

“I’ve believed that Gillingham can be a 
Premiership side since the first day I came 
here because there’s such a wide fan base to 
draw from. 

“Kent is a far bigger conurbation than 
Wigan, Hull and Stoke so there’s no reason 
why we can’t do what they have done, 
although we do need a new stadium first. 

“I think Kent needs a Premiership side. It’s 
a big county, there are a lot of football people 
here and I think as time goes by people will 
become less interested in travelling to London 
to watch a team play.” 

Mr Scally purchased the debt-ridden Gills 
in 1995 for just £1 and took the club out 
of administration shortly before it was due to 
be liquidised. 


The team enjoyed tremendous success for 
the first seven years of his tenure - including 
two promotions and two appearances at the 
old Wembley Stadium - but they have been on 
a downward slide ever since. 

Today Mr Scally lives in Dubai and spends 
much of his time meeting poten¬ 
tial new investors in the hope 
they will help finance his club 
back up the football ladder. 

He said: “I’m talking to a lot of 
interesting people who are watch¬ 
ing with interest at what we are 
trying to achieve at Gillingham, 
but I’ve also met a lot of people 
who I wouldn’t want to be 
involved with. 

“Just because they’re wealthy, it 
doesn’t mean they’re right for this 
football club.” 

Gillingham’s appearance at 
Wembley on Saturday comes just 
a week before the 10th anniver¬ 
sary of the first time the club had ever 
appeared at the national stadium. 

On that occasion they lost on penalties to 
Manchester City in the Division Two (now 
League One) play-off final after throwing away 
a 2-0 lead in the final minutes of normal time. 

Their fortunes a year later were far 
improved, defeating Wigan Athletic 3-2 in 
extra time to reach the second tier of English

football for the first time in the club’s history. 

Mr Scally said of the Shrewsbuiy showdown: 
“I’m nervous at every game but even more so at 
Wembley. I’ll probably be feeling quite ill and 
exhausted on the day, but I’ll be there with my 
family so I’m sure they’ll help me through it. 

“Hopefully the team can produce the goods 
on the pitch and help us on the road back to 
where we want to be.”

Over 45s contracting 
sex diseases faster 
than any age group 


A REPORT by an influential group of MPs has 
named Kent Police as among the best forces in 
the country for tackling human trafficking. 

The Home Affairs Select Committee carried 
out a year-long investigation into the authorities’ 
handling of the crime and took evidence from 
the UK Human Trafficking Centre (UKHTC). 

When asked to highlight best practice, the 
organisation, which was set up in 2007 to 
establish closer links between the immigration 
service and law enforcement agencies, rated 
the Metropolitan Police’s specialist unit at the 
top of the league table. 

The UKHTC also named teams from West 
Yorkshire, South Yorkshire and Humberside 
Police and Kent Police. 

In the report, the cross-party MPs warned 
that the country was facing a “resurgence of 
slavery” if human trafficking was not tackled. 

Justice 

Victims of human trafficking include men, 
women and children, who are brought to the 
UK from a wide range of countries including 
the Baltic States, Eastern Europe and the Far 
East, to be exploited through prostitution, the 
drugs trade and domestic labour. 

Kent’s Assistant Chief Constable Allyn 
Thomas said: “Kent Police will not tolerate this 
unacceptable and inhumane treatment of vul¬ 
nerable people and will bring those responsi¬ 
ble to justice.” 

The committee’s report to Parliament said 
there are at least 5,000 human trafficking victims 
in the UK and said more investment was need¬ 
ed to tackle the criminal networks responsible. 

Labour MP Keith Vaz, the committee’s chair, 
said: “This is not an immigration crime and can¬ 
not be dealt with as such. What we are seeing is 
in effect a resurgence of a type of slave trade.” 


SEXUALLY transmitted infec¬ 
tions among people over 45 are ris¬ 
ing at a rapid rate in the county. 

New figures obtained by Kent on Sunday 
show cases of chlamydia in middle-aged 
people across Kent have soared by more 
than 80 per cent since 2005. 

According to the Health Protection Agency 
the number of people over 45 catching STIs 
is rising at a faster rate than in younger age 
groups, and a recent study has shown that 
middle-aged people are taking risks with 
their sexual health. 

Dr Chula Wijesurendra, a consultant at 
Medway Maritime Hospital’s Genito 
Urinary Medicine (GUM) department, said 
there was a need for safe-sex messages, 
usually targeted at teenagers, to be aimed at 
the older generation. 

He said: “The number of these infections 
is increasing year in and year out. But I 
cannot get the message across on my own 
that people must take precautions. With 
the numbers that are coming through at 
the moment I don’t have time to properly

educate everybody about these conditions. 

“The safe-sex message is very important. I 
treat a lot of patients and infections like 
chlamydia are hidden and people do not 
know they have it.” 

Chlamydia is the most commonly diag¬ 
nosed STI. It is treatable, but because there 
are often no symptoms in both men and 
women it can go undiagnosed. It can lead to 
infertility and other complications. 

At Medway’s GUM clinic, cases of non-spe¬ 
cific urethritis among over 45s increased by 
46 per cent between 2006-08. 

Recklessness 

The condition is a result of having unpro¬ 
tected sex with a partner with an STI and is 
called ‘non specific’ because further testing 
can identify a variety of infections that have 
been responsible for the symptom, which is 
inflammation of the urethra. 

The GUM clinic at Kent and Sussex 
Hospital in Tunbridge Wells has seen the 
number of middle-aged people diagnosed 
with a STI increase from 116 in 2005, to 
more than double, 268, last year. 

In Medway the figures show a similar 
trend with cases rising nearly 40 per cent 
between 2006-08. 

A study carried out earlier this year by 
the Royal Pharmaceutical Society of Great 
Britain found that over 45s are taking 
risks with their sexual health. 

Nearly one in five 45 to 54-year-olds sur¬ 
veyed said they had had unprotected sex 
with someone other than a long-term part¬ 
ner in the past five years. 

But worryingly, 32 per cent described 


their risk of catching an STI when having 
unprotected sex with a new partner ‘unlike- 
fy or ‘very unlikely’. A further 20 per cent 
believed their chances of getting an infection 
were ‘next to nothing’. In comparison, only 
13 per cent of 18 to 24-year-olds answered 
the question in the same way. 

Dr Wijesurendra said: “This is a very 
dangerous attitude to have. People tend to 
associate this kind of recklessness with 
younger generations, but older people are 
not immune to STIs.” 

He added: “Because they don’t need to 
worry about the risk of pregnancy, people in 
this age bracket often think contraception 
isn’t necessary, but they still need to protect 
themselves against things like genital warts, 
chlamydia and HIV/Aids.” 

The positive side to the figures from the 
Medway and Tunbridge Wells clinics show 
that an increasing number of people over 45 
are getting tested for STIs. 

Last year, just over 800 middle-aged peo¬ 
ple went to the west Kent clinic and 33 per 
cent were diagnosed with an STL In 
Medway, 35 per cent of the 517 people who 
went to the GUM department had an infec¬ 
tion. Advice was given to 122 people and 127 
were treated for another conditions such as 
thrush. 

So, although STIs are on the rise, Dr 
Wijesurendra said it was good that testing 
had become quicker and more accessible. 

Heidi Wright, head of practice at the 
Pharmaceutical Society, added: “Over the 
last decade STIs have risen significantly in 
the 45 to 60 age group. 

‘You can’t always tell who has an STI and 
infections don’t discriminate on the basis of 
age. If you have unprotected sex with a new 
partner you are at risk of STIs which often 
show few symptoms, but can have serious 
consequences to health.”

Straw men standing tall after 
winning prestigious art award 


A NOMADIC scarecrow tribe that has set up 
home in Chatham during the last two summers 
has won a top arts award. 

The Hei People, created by Finnish artist Reijo 
Kela, picked up first prize at the biennial Rouse 
Kent Public Art Award - held to recognise the 
best piece of open-air art in the county during the 
past two years. 

The 100-strong wooden tribe first came to 
Medway in July 2007, when they set up camp at 
Fort Amherst. The eerie figures were massacred 
during their first brief stay, with drunken yobs 
breaking into the Napoleonic fort and tearing the 
scarecrow community to pieces. One unfortunate 
tribesman was even dragged to Gun Wharf and 
unceremoniously dumped in the River Medway. 

The shaken Hei People then moved on to the Isle 
of Sheppey - where they were once again attacked 
- and later took root in Shome. 

The runner-up for the art award was ‘Plotlands’ 
by Clio Barnard, a film and book marking the 
demise of the plotland community on the 
Seasalter Marshes. 

Breaking Boundaries, part of Ashford’s £15 mil¬ 
lion shared space highway scheme and And 
Here, a film of North Kent’s industrial and urban 
environment, were both highly commended.

THE mother of a girl injured when a 
heating duct fell from a college roof 
during an exam said pupils had 
talked about strange creaking noises 
coming from the sports hall years 
before the collapse, writes Emily Hall. 

Mandy Walton - whose 14-year-old 
daughter Rianna needed hospital 
treatment after metal pipes and rub¬ 
ble fell onto Minster College pupils 
on Tuesday - said four of her chil¬ 
dren had attended the school and all 
had complained about the sports 
hall where the accident happened. 

Mrs Walton, 46, from Minster, 
said: “Rianna has talked about the 
noises coming from the hall for a 
couple of years. 

“She said kids could hear creaking 
noises coming from the roof. IVe had 
four children go to that school and 
my daughter Kirsty, who’s now 19, 
said the same thing when she was at 
the school. Everyone knows the 


buildings are old and that they are 
due to be rebuilt, but it should real¬ 
ly have been done 10 years ago. 

Rianna was one of more than 200 
pupils taking exams at the on the 
Isle of Sheppey school when a heat¬ 
ing duct came tumbling from the 
ceiling, bringing down rubble and 
debris shortly after 9.15am. 

Although it landed in between two 
rows of desks 14 children were hurt. 


First aiders tended to the injured, 
although many more children were 
walking wounded and some left the 
site in Minster Road in shock. 

Spitting blood 

Rianna, taking the same business 
SATs test as 60 other year nines, 
said she couldn’t see teachers in the 
building at the time, although there 
were several invigilators. 


The teenager was one of the first 
to run out of the building to get help, 
but she said that at first the people 
she approached did not believe her. 

'We heard this rumbling noise and 
then the roof just collapsed,” she said. 
“I didn’t look at anyone, I just ran out 
of the sports hall. I then saw everyone 
ciying. There was one girl spitting 
blood and her eyebrow was cut.” 

Another pupil, Chaise Trayling, 


16, was in lessons when she heard a 
commotion. 

“There was a boy with his lip 
ripped open and another girl with a 
piece of metal stuck in her eye. Lots 
of pupils were ciying out of shock.” 

Eleven pupils were taken to 
Medway Maritime Hospital. 

Minster College has about 1,600 
students aged between 14-19. It re¬ 
opened on Wednesday.

COUNTY Hall bosses have 
welcomed a ‘precedent-set¬ 
ting’ High Court ruling over 
judging the age of young 
asylum seekers. 

The long-running dispute began 
when social workers from Kent 
County Council and the London 
Borough of Croydon said they believed 
two Afghan reftigees were over 18. 

The case was important because 
the councils have a greater duty of 
care towards asylum seekers under 
the age of 18. 

Kent cares for more young asylum 
seekers than any other county. 
Between April-December, 2008, some 
474 new young asylum seekers 
arrived though Kent’s ports. 

In the court case, the councils’ 
judgements were challenged by the 
young people through their solicitors 
and paediatricians. 

Doctors involved in the case judged 
that the age of the young people was 
more likely to be 15. 

The judge, Mr Justice Collins, ruled 
both authorities were entitled to rely 
on the expertise of their social workers. 

Bill Anderson, KCC’s director of 
children’s social services, said: “The 
whole issue of age assessment has 
been going on for a considerable 
number of years. 

“One of the main issues around the 
court case is that some doctors who 
are employed by immigration 
lawyers are giving definitive state¬ 
ments about age. 

“This ruling has identified that 
actually the level of weight that 
should be given to this is much less 
than the doctors claim.” 

He said the test case had now set a 
precedent: “I think we can now focus 
our services on those vulnerable 
young people that really need the 
services rather than on long, lengthy 
disputes over age.” 

Mr Anderson said young people

smuggled into the county through 
ports such as Dover had been told 
that there were advantages to being 
identified as under 18. 

Unaccompanied asylum-seeking 
young people are taken into the 
county’s care system, whereas those 
over 18 are treated as adults. 

“Most of the young people are very 
vulnerable and so we have to make 
sure we care for them as a group of 
children,” he said. 

“It is not in their interest to have 
older people of different experiences 
at 21 or 22 mixed up with them. It is 
about safeguarding as much as gate 
keeping.” 

Determine 

In his ruling, Mr Collins said Kent 
and Croydon had developed “expert¬ 
ise” in dealing with asylum seeking 
children. 

Peter Gilroy, KCC chief executive, 
said: ‘We very much welcome this 
judgement. It has been a long and 
hard-fought campaign and this deci¬ 
sion vindicates the approach of KCC 
in our care of unaccompanied asylum 
seeking children. 

We always seek to protect the 
interests of children and every effort 
is made to determine the age of these 


young people in a fair and consistent 
manner as has been upheld today.” 

Mr Anderson said the age of young 
asylum seekers was assessed over sev¬ 
eral weeks, taking into account their 
physical appearance, emotional sta¬ 
tus and their psychological function. 

“Our social workers have enormous 
skill,” he said. 

“That is why it is enormously 
rewarding that it has been recognised 
and it is why we were prepared to go 
to court. The judge said very clearly 
that the value of medical reports 
must always be in the place of broad 
assessment. There is concern that 
medical assessment has been done in 
a way that had very little knowledge 
of the children and was quite badly 
informed.” 

He said it was better for young peo¬ 
ple judged not to be adults to avoid 
lengthy court proceedings so that 
they could get into the adult asylum 
process more quickly. 

“This is a tribute to the way services 
at KCC are set up and run and to the 
staff to reaffirm they are very good at 
assessing young people,” he added. 
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Inquiry into phone-shy council staff 


A PROBE has been launched into 
the use of a council’s voicemail sys¬ 
tem - after staff were discovered 
diverting important phone calls 
while sitting at their desks. 

Customers are said to be angry 
their queries are not getting answered 
at Swale Borough Council, where 
some officers appear to be phone shy. 

The problem came to a head after 
customer service advisors at the 
Sittingboume-based authority said 


complaints were going unresolved as 
officers too often pulled the plug on 
incoming calls. 

Some departments were even 
found to be constantly on voicemail. 

An internal report discussed at a 
council executive meeting this week, 
said the council’s management team 
should “introduce either a policy or 
some golden rules on the use of voice- 
mail to stop officers from diverting 
their phones while at their desks”. 


Council scrutiny officers took state¬ 
ments from several disgruntled cus¬ 
tomers at the end of last year and 
vowed to do something to improve 
council communication. 

Council leader Andrew Bowles said 
the review was to find the extent of 
the problem. 

He said: “I think someone obvious¬ 
ly picked up on it being a problem 
and obviously we need to investigate 
to discover whether that’s true.”

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Marines tribute 

A SPECIAL church service is being held to pay 
tribute to the Royal Marines from a north 
Kent town that took part in D-Day landings. 

To mark the 65th anniversary of the battle, 
Adam Holloway, the Tory MP for Gravesham, 
will be among those paying their respects at 
Christ Church in Gravesend at 11.30am today. 

A service is held in May each year to mark 
the month the town’s 48 Commando marched 
off to war. The Royal Marines were formed 
under the order of General Montgomery and 
their objective on D-Day was to take a strong 
point at Langrune-sur-Mer. 

Of the 440 servicemen who left Gravesend 
only 223 survived the Normandy invasion. 

Waste firm fined 

A COMPANY that bums clinical waste has 
been fined £20,000 and ordered to pay £13,000 
for breaching its permit. 

The Environment Agency said that White 
Rose Environmental Limited, which operates 
a waste incinerator at the William Harvey 
Hospital in Ashford, was failing to comply with 
emissions limits set under its permit. 

The company received the heavy fines after 
pleading guilty to the offence at Maidstone 
Crown Court on Monday. 

Drugs raid arrests 

MORE than 100 officers have taken part in an 
operation that saw homes raided as part of an 
international operation targeting dmgs cash. 

Three men and three women were arrested at 
four addresses in Bromley in the early hours of 
Thursday following a large-scale investigation 
into a money laundering network. 

It came after the Met’s Trident financial inves¬ 
tigation unit discovered a criminal network in 
south London was sending regular sums of cash 
to the Caribbean island using money bureaux. 

Detectives believe the cash came from drug 
dealing on the streets of the capital. 


Recruits not 
fit for purpose

HOME Office figures for fitness- 
test failures suggest Kent Police 
has the unhealthiest pool of 
potential recruits to draw from in 
the country. 

Latest returns show that almost 17 per 
cent of wannabe officers and probationers 
were sent packing after receiving sub¬ 
standard results for tests of stamina and 
upper-body strength. 

Avon and Somerset Constabulary posted 
similar results, followed by a failure rate of 
10 per cent in Norfolk. 

Failure rate 

A Kent Police spokesman said the statis¬ 
tics, which were for 2003-04 but have only 
just been released by the Home Office, had 
no impact on recruitment as the force was 
now fully-staffed and had a number of appli¬ 
cants on a waiting list. 

Ian Pointon, chairman of the Kent Police 
Federation, said he was at a loss to explain 
why the county’s failure rate was higher 
than others. 

He said: “I honestly don’t know. The 
recruitment standard is a national one, so 
it’s not as if Kent has its own test that is 
tougher than any others. 


“There’s certainly no problem here in 
terms of retention or recruitment of officers.” 

The current Job Related Fitness Test 
used throughout the country was devised 
by the Lilleshall National Sports Centre, 
which also set the pass rate for each com¬ 
ponent of it. 

Potential recruits are required to complete 
a 15-metre bleep test for five-and-a-half min¬ 
utes, followed by a 34kg push-strength test 
and a 35kg pull-strength test. 

However, under Home Office guidelines 
those who meet the standards and are sub¬ 
sequently employed by Kent Police are not 
required to be tested again unless they 
join a specialist unit such as firearms or 
public order. 

North Wales Police is thought to be the 
only force that holds annual fitness check¬ 
ups, although Mr Pointon said he did not 
think they were necessary. 

He said: “I think if we want to look at fit¬ 
ness levels then there should be more to it 
than just having annual tests. We would 
need to look more at officers’ lifestyles, the 
shifts they work and what facilities are 
available to them to keep fit. 

“It is difficult to quantify how fit the 
officers at Kent Police are. All I can say 
is that when I joined more than 25 years 
ago, a lot of us used to drink and smoke 
and we would go to the pub after our shifts 
had ended. 

‘When you look at officers nowadays, they 
are more likely to go to the gym, they eat

healthier food and they don’t smoke. That 
culture has certainly changed.” 

A Kent Police spokesman said the force 
has an occupational health unit that active¬ 
ly encourages its officers to stay healthy by 
promoting regular exercise, relaxation and 
healthy eating. 

Health advisors and a physiotherapist 
are also available, while regular checks are 
offered to those returning from periods of 
sickness. 

The spokesman added: “Kent has been recog¬ 
nised as one of the forces that has improved 
work-life balance over the past year.” 
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Mum’s agony over fatal police crash 


THE mother of a woman who was killed in a 
collision with an unmarked police car in Kent 
has paid tribute to her “beautiful” daughter. 

Felicity Austin, 29, from Hadlow near 
Tonbridge, died at the scene of the crash on the 
A21 in Pembury near Tunbridge Wells, after 
her black Renault Megane collided with a 
black Met Police Skoda on Tuesday, May 5. 

In a statement released through the 
Independent Police Complaints Commission 
(IPCC), which is investigating the incident, 
her mother said: “Felicity was as beautiful 
on the inside as she was on the outside, 
she was everything I could have possibly 
wished for as a daughter, I was so immensely 
proud of her. 

“Felicity was a mother herself of three gor¬ 


geous boys aged 10, seven, and five that she 
has so sadly had to leave behind and her 
fiance Simon. Her family were her life, she 
lived for the children. 

“Her children and Simon are totally 
devastated and we will give them all the 
love and support they need to help them grad¬ 
ually be able to come to terms with their trag¬ 
ic loss.” 

IPCC commissioner Mike Franklin, who is 
overseeing the investigation, said Miss Austin 
was due to celebrate her 30th birthday at the 
end of the month. 

He said: “Our investigation will look into 
whether anything could have been done to 
have prevented it, focusing on the actions of 
the officers in the car as well as the planning 


and decision-making around the operation 
itself.” 

The male officer driving the Skoda, which is 
thought to have had its siren on and blue 
lights flashing, was cut from the wreckage 
along with a female colleague 

She was airlifted to hospital and was in a 
stable condition this week. The driver was 
taken to hospital by road and has since been 
discharged. 

Kent Police’s serious collision investigation 
unit has appealed for witnesses of the crash, 
which took place between the Fairthome 
garage and the North Farm on the A21 round¬ 
about at around 12.30pm.

Regenerating 
hope in the 
ghetto estate 


THE troubled Stanhope Estate in 
Ashford has become nationally 
notorious after being dubbed 'No 
Hope’, writes Chris Murphy. 

And now a report has branded it, along 
with other similar estates around the UK, as 
a “social concentration camp”, saying fami¬ 
lies are cut off from amenities most of us take 
for granted, like shops and employment. 

A study by the left-wing Fabian Society 
found children raised on these estates, like 
Stanhope, are worse off than youngsters half 
a century ago. 

The policy think-tank said they are twice 
as likely to suffer mental health problems; 11 
times more likely to be out of work and nine 
times more likely to live in an unemployed 
household. They will even die younger. 

Stanhope, which went up in the 1960s to 
cope with the London overspill, was quickly 
blighted by anti-social behaviour and resi¬ 
dents have for years suffered from crime. 

The Government may be ploughing mil¬ 
lions into a regeneration programme, but the 
society said this is simply not enough to 
change the ghetto tag. 

But the Chrysalis Consortium, which is 
looking after the regeneration, said the 
Fabian report is out of date and a lot of work 
has already been done to improve the area. 

It said Stanhope is getting better - despite 
the claim it is still worthy of the name No Hope. 

There are still houses with shattered 
fences, gardens piled with rubbish, and a 
rash of Beware of the Dog signs from neigh¬ 
bours keen to keep unwanted visitors out. 

One resident told Kent on Sunday: “I would 
love to get out of here.” 

The single mother said: “I do worry some¬ 
times when I go out. I don’t think the worry 
of random violence was like it was a few 
years ago, but I am still concerned about my 
safety... estates like this have reputations 
that are so hard to shake off.” 

And mum-of-five Michelle Vinter, 37, said: 
“I’ve lived here for eight years and there’s 
nothing for kids to do. They call it the No 
Hope estate.” 

The Chrysalis Consortium is made up by a 
partnership between Moat, Gleeson Capital 
Solutions and Nationwide Commercial. 

In a statement to KoS, Tracey Kerly, head

of housing at Ashford Borough Council, and 
Mike Baker, operations manager at Chry¬ 
salis, said: “The Fabian Society conducted 
their research in January, 2008... Since that 
time, thanks to our regeneration partner¬ 
ship, the neighbourhood has already been 
transformed. Over 230 out of 323 homes 
have been refurbished and local people have 
been moving into the first new homes, on 
affordable tenancies and as private owners. 

“There has been a significant reduction in 
crime and 83 per cent of residents say they 
are satisfied with the local housing service. 

“Things are changing at Stanhope. We 
encourage everyone to come down and see 
for themselves how Stanhope is evolving.” 

They said Stanhope is undergoing a £150m 
regeneration and a 30-year PFI contract was 
signed on April 17, 2007, with Ashford coun¬ 
cil and the Chrysalis Consortium. 

The regeneration project will see the refur¬ 
bishment of 323 homes and the replacement 
of seven blocks of flats with 442 new high 
quality homes. Seventy per cent of these, 309 
homes, will be available for rent or shared 
ownership, while 30 per cent, or 133 homes, 
will be for sale on the open market. 

Residents are hoping the programme of 
regeneration will change its fortunes.

Fears of greater crime and disorder as service sheds jobs 


Union warns probation 
cuts ‘put public at risk’ 


BUDGET cuts at Kent Probation 
could put people at greater risk 
from crime and disorder, it has 
been claimed. 

This year the service has £439,000 less to 
spend than the £21.8 million it had in 2008- 
09, with further cuts expected for at least 
the next two financial years. 

Staffing levels will also be reduced by up to 
63 posts to help cope with the shortfall, 
adding to the 37 jobs shed last year through 
natural wastage. 

Eriks Puce, chairman of the county branch 
of the probation officers’ union Napo, told 
Kent on Sunday its members were “very 
concerned”. 

He said: “The budget cuts for the next 
three years are significant - a total of a cou¬ 
ple of million pounds - and will hit this area 
quite hard. 

We have been told by management they 
are looking to make voluntary redundan¬ 
cies, but that will still mean a reduced num¬ 
ber of officers supervising offenders in the 
community and therefore a potential 
increased risk to the public. 

“Whatever resources are left will be used 
to target higher risk offenders, but clearly 
there’s a significant resource gap. The offi¬ 
cers who stay in their jobs will also find

themselves under more pressure to bridge 
the gap. It’s not looking good.” 

According to figures obtained by the 
Conservatives, the total resource budget for 
probation boards and trusts in England and 
Wales will be reduced by £29.3m in 2009-10. 

Shadow justice secretary Dominic Grieve 
said the cuts were a “direct consequence of 
Labour having run out of money” and that 
“slashing spending on supervising offenders 
puts the public at risk”. 

However, Kent Probation chief officer 
Sarah Billiald said the service’s top priority 
was to continue to protect the public and 
reduce re-offending. 

She added: “The financial climate is a chal¬ 
lenging one for many businesses, both in the 
private and public sector. By reducing our 
budget, the Government is encouraging pro¬ 
bation as a whole to find more efficient ways 
of delivering the service we provide to the 
public and the courts. 

“Through careful investment locally 
and smarter working practices, we aim 
to provide an improved service to the 
public overall. Our resources are, and 
will continue to be, targeted at offenders 


who pose the greatest risk of harm.” 

Mrs Billiald added that there were no 
planned reductions in frontline staff for this 
year and that jobs would be cut over several 
years through turnover and voluntary 
means. 

She also revealed that Kent Probation was 
one of the first in the country to be selected 
to become a probation trust next April, 
meaning its relationship with the 
Government will become more contractual. 

The service will also be split into three 
local delivery units, each with separate 
budgets, so offenders can be dealt with on a 
more local level. 

Mrs Billiald said: “Our selection as a pro¬ 
bation trust is due to our continued excellent 
performance and our clear ambition for the 
future. Over the next four years we will 
implement a strategy that builds on our suc¬ 
cess and shows our commitment to further 
enhancing our role in protecting the public 
and reducing re-offending.” 

Mr Puce said of the change: “Becoming a 
trust secures the future of Kent Probation 
without it being broken up or merged with 
other areas, but it doesn’t help us particular¬ 
ly. We’re still in a very difficult situation.”

ORGANISERS of the 2012 
London Olympics have been 
blasted for choosing to spend £42 
million on a shooting venue at 
Woolwich - just 10 minutes from 
a range in Dartford. 

Shooting - along with sports such as fenc¬ 
ing, weightlifting and water polo - had 
already faced swingeing cuts of £14m, based 
on what competitors achieved in Beijing. 

But Dartford Clay Shooting Club, founded 
in 1974, was dismayed to discover the build¬ 
ing of the site at Woolwich is set to cost more 
than the reduction for all those sports. 

Club spokesman Richard Bailey said: “It 
doesn’t make sense. We have everything 
here and can bring it up to Olympic stan¬ 
dards. To make the shooting venue at 
Woolwich safe a massive fence and screen 
must be erected at extraordinary cost. 

“We cannot stand back and allow money to 
be wasted on a fence while the prospects of 
sportsmen and women suffer through lack of 
funding. Governing bodies have a right to be 
angry when they are losing out and are jus¬ 
tifiably questioning the priorities.” 

He said Woolwich needed £42m spent on 
it, about £20m more than the original budg¬ 
et, and it will be tom down after the Games. 

Supporting Dartford’s bid, Phil Boakes, 
chairman of British Shooting, said: “It is 
unacceptable to see UK sport and athletes 
starved of funding. 

“If there is money being spent from the 
overall pot, it should be spent in the pursuit 
of sport and medals, not the construction of 
temporary facilities. This is a wasted oppor¬ 
tunity. Like every other sport, shooting is 
desperate for a legacy from the Olympics. 

“A shift of venue to Dartford is a win-win 
decision. Shooting would move to a perma¬ 
nent venue and receive the legacy it badly 
needs and the London Organising 
Committee of the Olympic Games (LOCOG) 
gets the perfect shooting venue. 

“That the money saved might trickle back 
to restore funding to the other sports is prob-

It could save you money, save your teeth 
and even - through early detection of prob¬ 
lems such as mouth cancer - save your life.” 

As well as general dental procedures such 
as check-ups, fillings and root canal work, 
funding will go towards orthodontic proce¬ 
dure such as teeth-straightening for 
patients in Dartford, Longfield, Gravesend, 
Maidstone, Tonbridge, Tonbridge Wells and 
Sevenoaks. 

This year, three charges for NHS dental 
work were brought in; with simple treat¬ 
ments such as check-ups and X-rays costing 
£16.50, more complex work such as fillings 
£45.60, and top level treatments including 
crowns and bridges costing £198.

ably a hope too far. Every athlete under¬ 
stands the recession means sacrifices need 
to be made and they will compete to the best 
of their ability whatever happens. 

“But athletes in all sports deserve to be 
given every opportunity for success.

Authority (ODA) should do so too.”

It shares Dartford Marshes with bird¬ 
watchers, cyclists, walkers and livestock 


without interference or safety issues, said 
Mr Bailey. It is less than half an hour from 
the Olympic village at Stratford, just 10 
minutes further than Woolwich 

An ODA official said: “Dartford was ruled 
out because there are no suitable facilities 
there. There are shotgun ranges, but none 
for rifles and pistols. There isn’t sufficient 
transport infrastructure, with only one road 
into the venue. All of that would have to be 
upgraded. We would need to have built a 
satellite village for competitors because it is 
some distance from the Olympic park.” 

She added: “The figures being bandied 
about are not realistic. All the work needed 
is a lot of money that we just don’t have.” 

Horst Schreiber, secretary general of the 
International Shooting Sports Federation, 
said: “We are delighted that Woolwich has 
been selected. 

“It meets all our requirements and allows 
athletes to stay in the Olympic village.”

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Breaking down the 
barriers through art 

Bip olar sufferer conveys message in exhibition

A MANIC depressive aims to break 
down social barriers by encourag¬ 
ing people from all walks of life to 
contribute to an art exhibition. 

Stephen Finnimore, 57, from Maidstone, 
has suffered from bipolar disorder for the last 
35 years and has organised the Art Uniting 
People project to give people an equal plat¬ 
form on which to express themselves. 

The former chemistry teacher, who now 
works as a mental health consultant, told 
Kent on Sunday he did not agree with 
“pigeon-holing” people. 

He added: “Art is a great equaliser because 
you can’t tell from a drawing or painting 
what the person who created it is like, nor can 
you tell what mood they were in at the time. 

“Art doesn’t discriminate against people. 
Anybody can contribute work to this exhibi¬ 
tion and they can label their work however 
they wish. 

“One might say ‘I’m a recovering schizo¬ 
phrenic’ whereas the information on another 
could be limited to ‘My name is Bill’.” 

Dr Finnimore’s life changed forever when, 
as a 22-year-old student in France, he began 
to experience the dramatic mood swings 
common among bipolar patients. 

He said: “All of a sudden I started having 
these manic attacks. I thought I could speak 
fluent French when I couldn’t, and had all 
sorts of strange thoughts running through

my head. I ended up in a French mental hos¬ 
pital via a police station. 

“Today I’m constantly on medication, my 
kidney function is down to just 19 per cent 
and I’m very overweight. I tried to commit 
suicide in 2000, but I haven’t been in hospital 
since then, so that’s encouraging for me. 

Confession 

“Bipolar disorder can be a fairly devastat¬ 
ing illness, as any of them can. But now I 
have my own flat and am helping to train 
mental health nurses and psychologists as 
I’ve met a lot of people and learned a lot about 
my condition over the past 35 years.” 

Awareness of bipolar disorder has 
increased in recent years thanks in part to 
actor and comedian Stephen Fry’s confession 
that he suffers from a mild form of the illness. 

It is thought the legendary 19th century 
artist Vincent van Gogh - who cut off his 


own ear - was also a manic depressive. 

Dr Finnimore said the theme of the Art 
Uniting People exhibition - which will be 
held at County Hall, Maidstone, for three 
weeks from July 4 - was recovery. 

He said: “Whenever I’m in a raised mood I 
paint, and sometimes I’ll frame my pictures 
and it gives me a lot of pleasure. 

“It also gives me something to occupy 
myself with and I think that’s one of the most 
important things about recovery 

“But there will be all sorts of different peo¬ 
ple exhibiting, some of whom do not suffer 
from any illnesses, and all will have their own 
view of what recovery means to them.”

Kent County Council Chairman Peter 
Lake presented the engraved silver trophy 
and Sir Graeme’s name will be engraved on 
an honours board to be hung in the council 
chamber. 

Meanwhile, the 133 Field Company Royal 
Electrical and Mechanical Engineers 
(Volunteers) have become the fifth recipient 
of the historic award of Freedom of the 
Borough of Ashford. 

The authority presented the corps with the 
highest civic honour it can give at a special 
ceremony. It was in recognition of the unit’s 
service to long-running ties with Ashford. 

Ashford mayor John Link served with the 
REME during his national service. 

He said: “In the last few years, the 133 
Field Company REME has come a long way, 
providing servicemen to serve along side the 
regular Army in many recent conflicts.” 
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‘A&E closure will not be the last’ 


CAMPAIGNERS have warned that the closure of A&E and down¬ 
grading of the maternity unit at a Kent hospital could lead to fur¬ 
ther cuts to services, writes Jenna Pudelek. 


The far-reaching plans to shake up hospi¬ 
tal services in north Kent and south-east 
London were approved by the Health 
Secretary Alan Johnson despite over¬ 
whelming local opposition. 

Now, four years after proposals were first 
put forward, Queen Mary’s Sidcup (QMS) is 
set to lose its A&E department but retain a 
24-hour ‘urgent care centre’. The go-ahead 
has also been given to downgrade materni¬ 
ty services to a midwifery-led birthing cen¬ 
tre. Savings for the NHS trust are said to 
total £30 million. 

Mr Johnson accepted the proposals from 
the independent reconfiguration panel 
(IRP), which was asked to review the plans, 
which affect the QMS, Princess Royal 
University Hospital (PRU), Queen 
Elizabeth Hospital in Woolwich (QEH) and 
University Hospital Lewisham (UHL) after 
local councillors refused them. 

Dr John Lister, of campaign group 
London Health Emergency, said he was dis¬ 
appointed rather than surprised by the 
decision. “It’s a disaster all round,” he said. 

“In Bexley people have the prospect of a 
journey to a hospital outside their bor¬ 
ough in an emergency. The other hospitals 
are not on a scale that can handle the 
extra load and there has been no talk of 
investment. 

“It’s an extraordinarily poor proposal and 
it has been dressed up as some kind of 
improvement, which is totally misleading.” 

He said the decision would mean that 
A&E departments at the PRU, OEH and 
UHL would be more crowded and cause 
misery for patients across south-east 
London, not just in Sidcup. 

Asked whether the future of the QMS 
was now in doubt and further service loss¬ 
es were likely, Dr Lister, who has a Phd in 
health policy, said: “It is virtually certain.

“They wanted to solve the cash problem 
in the newly-merged trust. This was need¬ 
ed to put it back in the balance, if that’s pos¬ 
sible. But it is only a matter of weeks or 
months before the next round of cuts.” 

The new ‘super trust’ South London 
Healthcare NHS, which was created by 
merging the QMS, QEH and Bromley 
Hospitals, has a deficit of £20.4m and an 
accumulated debt of £121.5m. 

Duncan Borrowman, a Liberal Democrat 
parliamentary candidate in Sidcup, said 
finances had been put above patient care. 

“This has been caused by decades of suc¬ 
cessive Conservative and Labour govern¬ 
ments throwing money at private finance 
initiative (PFI) hospitals. 

“PFI deals soak up money into the con¬ 
tracts, not into patient care. The PFI con¬ 
tract at the PRU in Famborough, intro¬ 


duced by the Conservatives, has been sucking 
local healthcare dry. 

“The same has happened with the QEH in 
Woolwich, planned by the Tories but brought 
in by Labour. Queen Mary’s has sat in the mid¬ 
dle, a publicly funded hospital leached dry by 
neighbouring hospitals.” 

He also said he now feared the closure of the 
QMS and a further loss of services. 

“That is a concern,” Mr Borrowman said. He 
added that if services were further chipped 
away from the hospital it would end up closing. 

Dr Peter Barrett, chair of the NHS services 
shake-up experts the IRP, presented its find¬ 
ings last Friday, which included proposals con¬ 
trary to the original plans, called A Picture of 
Health. 

He said: “We agreed unanimously that 
although keeping health services as they are is 
not an option, considerable work needs to be 
done to ensure the changes offer the quality 


services patients both expect and deserve. No 
major changes to services should take place at 
QMS before the local NHS has undertaken 
further work. 

“The local NHS and authorities must work 
together urgently to define how services will 
work in the future to provide patients with a 
seamless service between primary, secondary, 
community and social care. 

“Staffing requirements also need to be 
reviewed and we have recommended that the 
financial viability of the proposals be 
reassessed. 

“We also expect the local NHS to work with 
transport partners to mitigate the effects of 
the proposals on those most affected, and to 
agree with overview and scrutiny committees 
a comprehensive and inclusive plan to engage 
with the public.”

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Council is accused of not doing enough to promote a gay cultural scene 


City is just ‘not gay enough’ 


A LABOUR peer has waded into 
a dispute between a campaign 
group and a local authority over 
whether a cathedral city is gay 
enough, writes Jenna Pudelek. 

The lesbian, gay, bisexual and transgender 
(LGBT) organisation Pride in Canterbury 
has been at loggerheads with the city council 
over the authority’s alleged failure to engage 
with them and support a gay bar in the city. 

Andrew Brettell, the group’s chairman, 
claimed the city council had been “giving us 
the run-around” and took their complaints to 
the Local Government Ombudsman (LGO). 

He said the council had failed to promote 
LGBT culture in the area and had not 
responded to a complaint made about the 
issue in November last year. 

The council has denied the group’s claims. 

According to Theo Grzegorczyk, political 
advisor to Lord Waheed Alii, the media

entrepreneur and politician, the LGO has 
stated in its provisional findings that “regu¬ 
lations do not place a duty on councils to pro¬ 


mote LGBT culture... [We are] not aware of 
any statutory requirement for councils to 
promote LGBT culture, and so [we are] 
unable to criticise the council”. 

In response, Mr Brettell and his partner 
Martin Lammas told KoS: “The council may 
be under no obligation to promote LGBT cul¬ 
ture, but, if they are committed to diversity, 
surely they should want to be doing more.” 

Mr Grzegorczyk got involved in the dispute 
on behalf of Lord Alii because, he said, the 
issue was exactly the kind of situation the 
Equality Bill, which was debated in 
Parliament on Monday, would seek to stop: 
“For all who have questioned whether or not 
the Equality Duty is necessary: here is your 
answer. This is a council who have been able 
to wiggle their way out of engaging with 
members of their own community, simply 
because the law doesn’t require it.” 

Asked how he felt about the LGO’s 
response, Mr Brettell said: “We are very 
disappointed that after six years invol¬ 


vement we have made so little progress.” 

The group has called on the council to pro¬ 
vide an LGBT community drop-in centre, 
and complained about the lack of a gay bar 
and regular LGBT culture in the city. Mr 
Brettell said the city was missing out on 
income from ‘pink tourism’. 

A spokesman for the LGO said their 
response to the complaints had not yet been 
finalised but a provisional response had been 
sent out. 

Colin Carmichael, chief executive of the 
council, said: “The council strongly refutes 
any suggestion by Pride in Canterbury that 
we do not want to engage with the LGBT 
community, and are very disappointed they 
have referred this to the Ombudsman. 

“We believe that through regular correspon¬ 
dence with Pride in Canterbury over many 
years, we have thoroughly addressed their 
concerns and shown ourselves to be a council 
that has taken action to address the needs 
and priorities of the LGBT community.”

Black hero is more than a 
name on war memorial list 


A TOURING exhibition celebrating the life of 
the pioneering black footballer Walter Tull 
has finally reached his home county. 

The Folkestone-born forward, who played 
for both Northampton Town and Tottenham 
Hotspur, was Britain’s first black outfield pro¬ 
fessional and also became its first black Army 
officer during World War One. 

An exhibition celebrating his life has been 
touring the country since September and has 
now reached Dover - a town Tull and his 
family also had strong links with. 

Maggie Stephenson-Wright, founder of the 
Dover War Memorial Project, said he was an 
important figure in black history: “Walter 
Tull was a pioneer and was immensely suc¬ 
cessful in two careers. 



“He was an icon for a modem age and is a 
real example of just what you can achieve if 
you put your mind to it. Apparently he was a 
very nice chap too, which is never a bad thing.” 

The grandson of a slave from Barbados, he 
was bom in Folkestone in 1888 and attended 
what is now Mundell Primary School. 

Despite losing both of his parents at an 
early age, he later crossed racial boundaries 
to play football at the highest domestic level 
before his career was cut short by the war. 

In 1917, Tull was commissioned second lieu¬ 
tenant in the Middlesex Regiment of the Army 
and later recommended for officer training. He 
was so well-respected by his peers that when 
he was killed in action in March, 1918, aged 
just 29, his fellow soldiers attempted to drag 
his body out of no man’s land. 

Today Tull’s name can be found on the 
memorial outside the Maison Dieu town 
council office in Dover, as well as the one in 
nearby River and at the top of the Road to 
Remembrance in Folkestone. 

The Crossing the White Line exhibition - 
designed by the City of Westminster Archives 
- was officially opened on Monday at the 
Dover Discovery Centre. 

The Dover War Memorial Project also 
helped put the display together by carrying 
out much of the research into Tull’s family. 

Mrs Stephenson-Knight said of the project: 
“We think it’s important that people who died 
in battle are remembered as people rather 
than just names on a list.” 

The Crossing the White Line exhibition will 
be available to view at Dover library every 
Monday to Saturday - except May 25 - until 
June 29.

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Golfers tee-d off by taunts from youths 



HIGH jinks by youths at Sundridge Park Golf 
Course turned into alleged scuffles and ended 
with eight people arrested, including members 
of the Bromley club. 

Two were taken to hospital and one remains 
there in a stable condition after it is claimed 
the two sides exchanged blows with golf clubs 
and pieces of wood. 

The police were called to the prestigious 
course and taken on the course’s electric golf 
carts to the scene of several incidents. 

One member of the club had been arrested 
and was then allegedly attacked by the moth¬ 
er of one of the youths as he sat in a buggy. 

Met police are now trying to unravel exactly 
what happened last Sunday. 

It appears to have begun when a group of 
youths broke through a fence to the west 
course and taunted golfers playing. 


One may have taken down his trousers and 
made obscene gestures. They then took a flag 
and vanished into the woods, chased by a golfer. 

The incident spread to the east course when 
cars arrived and parents of some of the chil¬ 
dren are said to have verbally abused golfers 
who had no idea about the previous incident. 


General manager at the club Robert Walden 
said: ‘We are helping the police with these inci¬ 
dents, but we know little for certain. We want 
to work with the community here, and wish to 
avoid anything like this happening again.” 

Police said a 53-year-old male from Hayes 
arrested on suspicion of causing actual bodily 


harm has been bailed to return to Bromley 
Police Station on July 17. 

All the other people arrested have been 
bailed to return to Bromley Police Station on 
August 12. They are a male, 39, from Plaistow, 
arrested on suspicion of committing a Section 
5 Public Order Offence which is using lan¬ 
guage and behaviour likely to cause harass¬ 
ment, alarm or distress; a male, 48, from 
Keston, arrested on suspicion of causing griev¬ 
ous bodily harm, plus a 49-year-old male from 
Plaistow, 16-year-old male from St Mary Cray, 
15-year-old male and 33-year-old female, both 
from Downham, and 13-year-old male all 
arrested on suspicion of affray. 

The 17-year-old remains in hospital with 
head injuries, but it is believed he will not 
need surgery. The 13-year-old was treated, also 
for head injuries, and released. 


New homes 
to leave art 
in the dark

PLANS for a three-story housing 
development are threatening the 
future of a publicly-funded com¬ 
munity art gallery 

Mick Etherton, the director of Beeping 
Bush Ltd, a voluntary arts and multimedia 
organisation in Margate, said the planning 
committee at Thanet District Council now 
face choosing between cultural regeneration 
or private property development. 

Beeping Bush’s Community Pharmacy 
Gallery in the town’s cultural quarter was 
established in 2001 using a grant for £80,000 
from the district council, which reinstated 
the Grade-II listed building’s roof lights and 
rooftop terrace as a workshop area. 

Mr Etherton said if plans for the town- 
houses get the go-ahead the gallery would be 
completely overshadowed by a 40ft wall. 

He said. “This gallery was specifically built 
and light was put in for the benefit of the 
community. If they pass this [development] 
the money will have been wasted. It should 
be looked into.” 

Beeping Bush has been running the 
2 Days’ Laughter Comedy Shorts screenings 
and awards event for the past two years, 
which this year involved 179 filmmakers 
from across the South East. The organisation 
has also been running a two-day festival of 
horror short films for seven years. 

Other members of Margate’s arts scene, 
which is starting to thrive thanks to projects 
such as Beeping Bush, have been left dis¬ 
mayed by the proposals. 

Claudia Leaf, who runs a youth theatre 
group called Chalkfoot in the seaside town, 
said: “Unless you get that vibe of people mak¬ 
ing work and using the spaces productively, 
it’s not a ‘cultural quarter’, it’s just another 
shopping opportunity and one that won’t last 
without the presence of working artists.” 

Mr Etherton has been fighting the propos¬ 
als since the first planning application in 
2004, which was rejected last year.

Since then the organisation has been 
awarded a further grant of £18,000 from 
Margate Renewal Partnership, bringing 
total public investment in the building to 
nearly £100,000. 

But Mr Etherton said the plans for two 
three-storey two-bedroom townhouses would 
destroy the gallery’s unique selling point - 
the light pouring in from the ‘roof lanterns’. 

“It will be useless,” he said. “That’s why it is 
so ridiculous we have had funding to convert 
it into a gallery. Councillors have to decide 
whether they want artists and culture or just 
any kind of development. 

“We are raising the profile of the Old Town 
and these plans have nothing to do with the 
community or arts regeneration.” 

The gallery is well used and a series of 
exhibitions have been planned for the sum¬ 
mer, which Mr Etherton said would be put in 
jeopardy by the development. 

Derek Harding, programme director at Mar¬ 
gate Renewal Partnership, said: ‘Tm concerned 
for the gallery’s future and have raised the 
issue of light with the planning department.” 

A date has yet to be set for the application 
to go the planning committee. 
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Ex-prison worker

A FORMER prison officer from Heme Bay 
has been charged with smuggling dmgs 
into Elmley Prison on the Isle of Sheppey.

Officers from the Serious and Organised 
Crime Unit arrested the pair in Heme Bay 
on Wednesday morning following a joint 
investigation between Kent Police and 
HMP Elmley Security Department. 

They were questioned at Canterbury 
police station while officers searched two 
houses in Heme Bay. 

Both Howsam and Spenser-Campbell 
appeared before Canterbury Magistrates 
Court this week. 

A SERCO spokesperson said: ‘We are co¬ 
operating with police in their investigation.” 


MP’s stark warning if council buys river crossing for £1 


Sale will tunnel into 

our community funds 


THE proposed sale of the Medway 
Tunnel for just £1 could lead to toll 
charges and higher council tax 
bills, warns a leading Labour MP. 

Minister for the South East Jonathan Shaw 
said the transfer of ownership from the 
Rochester Bridge Trust to Tory-run Medway 
Council represents a “bad deal” for residents, 
who he says could be forced to help cover a £2 
million yearly shortfall in maintenance cash. 

The Chatham and Aylesford MP revealed

this week that he had voiced his fears to rep¬ 
resentatives of the Charity Commission, 
which has the final say on whether the sale 
should go ahead. 

Mr Shaw said: “The meeting was useful and 
gave us the opportunity to discuss at length 
my concerns. I was very surprised to learn the 
commission was not aware the deal will leave 


a £2m shortfall or that the Government will 
not be adopting the tunnel. 

“These two principles are paramount to my 
objections and are why I feel this is such a bad 
deal for Medway residents. These facts alone 
are compelling reasons for not approving it.” 

The Rochester Bridge Trust has built and 
maintained numerous Medway crossings 
since medieval times, and agreed to take on 
ownership of the £80m Medway Tunnel when 
it was first proposed by Kent County Council 
in the late 1980s. 

Medway Council has been responsible for 
maintaining and operating the stmcture 
since it opened in 1996, and requested to 
buy it from the tmst to simplify and clarify 
the authority’s management role. 

The sale of the tunnel will also include a 
one-off payment of £3.6m from the trust to 
help with its upkeep. However, Mr Shaw 
said that figure was not enough to ensure 
the structure’s future and that it would 
leave a £2m annual deficit. 

He said: “I have spoken publicly about my 
concern regarding the details of the sale 
and I am not convinced the deal is in the 
best interest of Medway’s residents. 

“In view of the facts, I feel the long-term 
future of the tunnel will not be secured by 
the transfer agreement and the effect of any 
transfer will inevitably end up costing my 
constituents. I urge Medway Council, the 
Rochester Bridge Trust and the Charity 
Commission to review their positions and 
halt this bad deal.” 

Mr Shaw is asking residents to support 
his campaign by signing a petition at 
www.jonathanshaw.org.uk, which more 
than 1,000 people have already done. 

A Medway Council spokesman said: “We 
are still in discussions with the Rochester 
Bridge Trust about the transfer of the tun¬ 
nel to the council and the payment of a sig¬ 
nificant one-off grant to allow the council to 
undertake major works in the tunnel. 

‘We are hoping to conclude those discus¬ 
sions in the next few months.” 

The 725-metre Medway Tunnel was the 
first immersed-tube tunnel to be built in 
England and only the second in the UK, the 
other being at Conwy on the north coast of 
Wales. It is used by about 46,000 vehicles 
every day.

“I WOULD like to live in a house”. That’s what a 
keen Medway gardener with autism told a 
Government minister who asked what would most 
improve her quality of life. 

Charlotte Lowery, who lives in Walderslade, near Chatham, met 
care minister Phil Hope as part of consultation involving people with 
autism and others affected by the lifelong condition. 

“I asked the minister what 
he was going to do to help peo¬ 
ple with autism choose where 
they want to live,” she said. “I 
want a house with a garden. I 
also want someone to help me 
go on holiday, but I’ve been 
waiting for the funding for two 
years.” 

Miss Lowery, 23, has been 
waiting to see if funding is 
available from Kent County 
Council so she can at last enjoy 
her dream holiday to 
Disneyland Paris. 

The Government’s autism 
strategy is to be announced at 
the end of this year and comes 
after the National Autistic 
Society’s I Exist campaign, 
which found people with the 
condition feel isolated, ignored 
and unable to get support in 
areas including health and 
employment. 

Inadequate 

Tom Madders, policy officer 
at the NAS, said: “There is a 
general lack of understanding 
and support. 

“People want to be able to 
enjoy the same rights and free¬ 
doms as everybody else. I Exist 
found 40 per cent of people 
with autism are still living at 
home with their parents and 
depend on them emotionally 
and financially and for any 
kind of social life.” 

He said adults with autism 
lacked support from local 
authorities because they fall 
outside of eligibility criteria for 
social care services. 

KCC has begun to take steps 
to address the problem and 
last month published the find¬ 
ings of its autistic spectrum 
disorders select committee. 

The committee has also 
acknowledged that people with 
autism are struggling to access 
the right support from health 
and social care services. 

The I Exist campaign found 
at least one in three 
adults with autism was expe¬ 
riencing serious mental 
health difficulties due to 
inadequate support. 

Mr Madders said: “Lack of 
support means people with 
autism often feel isolated and 
can be confused about their 
condition. That can lead to all 
sorts of mental health prob-

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lems, such as depression and 
anxiety. Also, some of the 
behaviours associated with 
autism can be wrongly picked 
up as mental health problems 
and vice versa. Misdiagnosis 
can be a problem and the 
wrong sort of support offered.” 

He said part of the 
Government’s strategy 

includes basic training about 
autism for GPs and NHS staff. 

There was a similar problem 
with a lack of understanding 
about the condition among 
employers. Disability employ¬ 
ment advisors, who support 
people with disabilities get into 
training and work, also have 
no training about autism. 

Mr Madders said: “Only 15 
per cent of adults with autism 
are in paid employment, which 
is an appalling statistic. There 
are still huge issues for chil¬ 
dren as well as for adults. 
Sometimes there is this worry¬ 
ing misconception that autism 
does not affect adults. 

“The campaign was about 
addressing issues of public 
awareness as well as services. 
The lack of support and recog¬ 
nition that these people exist 
was reflected in the survey. 

“We are keen for as many 
people with autism, their fami¬ 
lies and friends - anyone 
directly or indirectly involved - 
to take part in this consulta¬ 
tion. This is our opportunity to 
really change the way things 
work for adults with autism.” 

Passion 

Miss Lowery lives with her 
mother and attends the NAS 
Robbie Centre in Gravesend 
during the day. 

Carol Pope, her support 
worker who went with her to 
meet Mr Hope in his Whitehall 
office, added: “Charlotte’s real 
passion is gardening, which is 
why she would like to live in a 
house. 

“We’re helping her to learn 
daily living skills and one of 
her next steps will be growing 
her own vegetables. With more 
support she could lead a more 
independent life and that’s 
what we told the minister.”

A GLADIATOR, a bodybuilder 
and a Kent building surveyor 
have teamed up to take the 
American wrestling scene by 
storm.

work for flute manufacturer Trevor 
James. But his greatest love was foot¬ 
ball. He was a striker and scored in 
the game in which he died. 

“He was a popular lad about to 
start his life in earnest when he died 
so suddenly in 1995. It has taken us 
a long time to come to terms with 
what happened, but now we want to 
help by raising money to help other 
families affected by this condition.” 

The heart condition can strike peo¬ 
ple of all ages, even babies.

main cause of sudden death in those 
under 35. But if it discovered early 
enough, treatment can often mean 
living a full life.

THE group responsible for Kent’s 
waste strategy has come under 
fire for “spying” on homeowners’ 
rubbish without their permission. 

As part of a survey into recycling habits, 
the Kent Waste Partnership collected 32 
tonnes of rubbish from 2,146 households 
throughout the county. The bin bags were 
later sorted through by hand. 

Of all the 13 district councils that make up 
the partnership with Kent County Council, 
the only one that did not take part in the 
operation was Dartford. 

The Conservative-led council promised 
residents in its 2007 manifesto that it would 
not take part in waste audits. 

Deputy leader Cllr Tony Martin said there 
were better ways to gain information on 
household habits than by going behind peo¬ 
ple’s backs. 

He said: “We think it’s more beneficial to 
try to work with people. You don’t necessari¬ 
ly get the best out of people if you are seen to 
be spying on them. 

“Some will have private items in their 
rubbish that they would not like people look¬ 
ing at and I would be upset if I found out 
people had been going through my bins 
without asking me first. 

“What other councils decide to do is a mat¬ 
ter for them, but we were not prepared to 
break our manifesto promise by taking part 
in this survey.” 

The waste audit was carried out by con¬ 
tractor WasteWorks over a four-week spell 
between November and December last year, 
and also involved the firm going through 
rubbish taken to five of the county’s 19 recy¬ 
cling centres. 

A Kent Waste Partnership spokesman 
said residents were not made aware of the 


survey beforehand because evidence nation¬ 
ally suggests people change their behaviour 
if they are warned. 

He also pointed out that all the rubbish 
collected was heaped together so it would be 
impossible for the people sorting through it to 
know which items had come from what house. 

Obligations 

The spokesman added: “Many residents 
understand the need for businesses and 
local councils to plan for the future. There is 
also a high expectation - and rightly so - 
that taxpayers’ funds be used appropriately. 

“The waste survey that was carried out 
was a means of assisting the Kent 


councils to live up to these obligations. 

“The approach taken by the waste part¬ 
nership is a balanced way of securing the 
information needed to plan for future public 
services and achieving it in a way that’s sen¬ 
sitive to any concerns about privacy” 

The results of the waste audit showed that 
of all the rubbish collected, 34 per cent was 
food and 16 per cent paper and card. Dense 
plastic and “pet bedding, etc” were the next 
most common materials found with seven 
per cent, followed by glass with six per cent. 

Of all the districts covered in the survey, 
Maidstone had much higher rates of poten- 
tially-recyclable materials being found in 
general rubbish.

THE county’s architectural gems 
are to be highlighted in a major 
month-long festival. 

It covers the whole of the South East and 
takes in nine counties, but organisers say 
Kent will have the lion’s share to offer lovers 
of buildings, as well as those who are simply 
curious, with many attractions free. 

Of the 80 events planned with funding from 
the Arts Council, 26 are Kent-based and all 
have the theme Better Places, Better Spaces. 

The organiser, the Royal Institute of British 
Architects, said people often ask themselves 
questions like what is it made of? what is that 
for? and why is it designed like that?

Boyfriend's ‘face like back of bus* jibe 
leaves Mel with plenty to smile about 


WHEN Mel Bartopp’s boyfriend told her she looked 
like the back of a bus and then ditched her, she had no 
idea just how accurate he would prove to be, writes 
Chris Murphy. 

Now she is the star of a new TV makeover series and a dazzling 
poster of her is now plastered all over a London bus. 

Mel, from Sevenoaks, was livid when her partner made the cutting 
put down, so she signed up for the So Would You Dump Me Now? show 
on satellite station Wedding TV. 

The hosts are Lizzie Cundy, wife of former Chelsea star Jason, along 
with make-up artist to the stars, Sue Moxley. 

Mel, a former drug addict, said: “I wanted to gain more confidence 
after a boyfriend had been really nasty to me. 

“He always put me down, said no-one else would ever want me and 
that I was useless. I was with him from a very young age, about 15 or 
16, and so I was quite impressionable back then and started to believe 
him, even when he said I looked like the back of a bus. 

“I feel like I have abused myself, espe¬ 
cially my body, my teeth and my skin. I 
wanted to feel good and look good. 

“The main things I didn’t like were my 
skin, as I’ve got lots of wrinkles on my 
forehead, and my teeth. I smoke and so I 
wanted them brightened and now I’m 
going to try and stop smoking.” 

The programme follows the plight of 
women who have been dumped by their 
partners and then turns them into who 
they had always dreamed of being. 

Then they get to confront their men 
and, of course, ask the question the show 
gets its name from. 

Sadly for Mel, 27, her former beau is 
locked up in Pentonville, so he will have 
to catch it on the television. 

Although Mel has no interest in rekin¬ 
dling the flame with her ex, she would 
like him to see what he is missing out on. 

Smoking left her with nicotine-stained 
teeth and lack-lustre skin didn’t help, so 
she was taken to Harley Street, where 
Dr Amer Khan took care of the teeth. 

Then hairdresser Trevor Sorbie trans¬ 
formed Mel’s lank locks. 

As a recovering addict, Mel has always 
wanted to warn others of the dangers 
and so gave a talk at a primary school 
about her experience with drugs. 

Experience 

She said: “Although I was really nerv¬ 
ous to talk to the children about my drug 
addiction, I was also really looking for¬ 
ward to it. I kept thinking to myself, did 
I take drugs because of my ex, or because 
of me? My ex was bad, he was a bit of a 
criminal, but he wasn’t always like that. 

“I also wanted to tell them that I’ve 
been clean for two years now and that I 
feel amazing. I wanted to get the chil¬ 
dren to understand that when you are 
addicted to drugs life becomes a blur and 
you don’t care about anyone. When you 
get off the drugs all of your emotions 
come back; you realise how much pain 
you have put your family through and 
that you have wasted so much time.” 

Then it was on to a party to rub shoul¬ 
ders with Strictly Come Dancing’s 
Brendan Cole, ex-Blue boy band member 
Simon Webb and former footballer Lee 
Sharpe, before hitting Canary Wharf to 
stop men in the street to ask if they 
would date or dump Mel. All said “date”. 

Looking back on the whole experience, 
she said: “I’ve got myself out of the 
destructive relationship I was in and I 
am moving forward with my life. 

“My ex dumped me eventually and 
although I definitely wouldn’t want to 
get back with him I would have loved 
him to see my makeover. It’s nice to 
know that there is hope with other men 
after my boyfriend treated me like dirt.” 

Mel now wants to become a model and 
TV presenter and may look into a career 
in drugs counselling in her spare time.

A PIECE of Medway’s industrial 
past has been discovered at a for¬ 
mer chalk quarry. 

The early 20th century cement wagon, 
which had been buried in the undergrowth 
for nearly 100 years, has now been restored. 

Rick Bayne, project manager at the Valley 
of Visions Landscape Partnership Scheme, 
which led restoration works on the wagon, 
explained how the wagon was discovered 
during survey works at the disused Hilton 
Pit quarry near Hailing, Rochester. 

He said: “The wagon we restored was one 
of three found in the side of the valley. It was 
found during survey work for the new 
Medway cement works. 

“They were in a very bad condition. All 
that remained were the steel wheels and 
axles. They just looked like a set of wheels 
and rubble. 

“Some of the chalk was sitting in the main 
part and it looked like it had just been aban¬ 
doned as they were working.” 

One wagon was restored using the sal¬ 
vageable material from the other carts by 
specialists in Folkestone, Mr Bayne said. 

Hundreds of similar wagons and earlier 
horse-drawn examples were used in the 
quarries that served the cement industry 
along the banks of the Medway and Thames 
in Kent. 

The Kent Works at Greenhithe closed in 
1970. Local historian Chris Down, who 
works for the owner of the site, cement giant 


Lafarge, said: “The wagons are believed to 
have been built locally, probably by cement 
works staff, using traditional carpentry and 
blacksmithing methods with some cast-iron 
components.” 

After a year of restoration work the wagon 
has now gone on display at Larfarge’s offices 
at Holborough, near Snodland. The Hilton 
Pit where the wagons worked was named 
after its owners Hilton, Anderson & Co. 

A lime works opened in 1873 at the site 
and the cement works in 1878. 

Mr Down said the village of Lower Hailing 
once had two cement works, Lee’s Works to 
the south and Hilton to the north. Between 
them they would have been responsible for 
much of the growth of the village in the 19th 
century. The Hilton closed in 1927. 

Although the old cement works site has 
been redeveloped, traces of its railway siding 
to the main line and its giant chalk pits can 
still be seen today. 


Mr Bayne explained how the wagon func¬ 
tioned: “The wagon is off-set because it was 
designed to tip over in such a way that it 
could be easily lifted to tip out the chalk and 
remove it from the valley side at the site of 
the cement works on the river. Several wag¬ 
ons would have been connected and pulled 
along by an engine. 

“The wagons were pulled a mile or so from 
the quarry down to the cement works and 
would have carried tonnes of chalk.” 

In 1900, the works became part of 
Associated Portland Cement Manufacturers 
and the old quarry is still owned by the com¬ 
pany’s successor, Lafarge, which is planning 
to open a new cement works at the quarry. 

Valley of Visions is a three-year project 
funded by the Heritage Lottery Fund, which 
aims to encourage local people and visitors 
to conserve, enhance and celebrate the nat¬ 
ural beauty and heritage of the Medway 
Gap. 


Mum-to-be admits 
cocaine smuggling 

A PREGNANT teenager has admitted 
attempting to smuggle cocaine into the UK. 

Katherine Lennard, 19, from Gillingham, 
was stopped at Heathrow airport last Sunday 
after flying in from Costa Rica via Spain. 
Officers discovered 2kg of the class A drug, 
worth £80,000, in her luggage. 

Lennard entered a guilty plea and was 
remanded in custody when she appeared 
before Uxbridge magistrates on Tuesday. 

She will be sentenced on June 25.

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Vineyard’s ambition grows 
on back of ‘world cup’ win 


A KENTISH vineyard has achieved a major 
success at what is regarded as the world cup of 
wines, writes Chris Murphy. 

The International Wine Challenge is the 
world’s largest and most prestigious wine 
competition. 

And Chapel Down, based in Tenterden, took 
two silver medals for a pair of sparkling wines 
in the blind tasting competition - the Rose 
Brut, and Pinot Reserve 2004. 

The competition, which is judged by wine 
experts such as Oz Clarke, was a triumph for 
English wines on the whole, with Brits taking a 
haul of 24 medals, the UK’s best-ever showing.

“To be recognised at such a prestigious, 
worldwide competition means we are one step 
closer to achieving this goal.” 

A record 41 countries entered the competi¬ 
tion and France topped the medal board over¬ 
all with 729, while Australia achieved 591 and 
Italy came third with 405. 

Chapel Down is the country’s largest produc¬ 
er of English wines and has 25 acres at its 
base, plus it is able to source grapes from a fur¬ 
ther 180 acres in the South East. 

It produces half-a-million bottles of wine a 
year and was recently awarded Best Product 
in Kent at the Taste of Kent Awards 2008.

Pest control 


Thanet Earth, 
the UK’s largest 

greenhouse 
development, 
has gone back 

to nature in a 

bid to keen its 
crons safe from 
hungry insects

KEEPING bugs away from fruit 
and vegetables can be a nightmare 
- but while pesticides can do the 
job, places like Thanet Earth are 
at the forefront of new low-tech 
solutions - like using different 
bugs to kill the leaf munchers. 

While some may think this is an ideal story¬ 
line for a new horror or sci-fi movie, the scien¬ 
tists inside the vast greenhouses at Thanet 
Earth are hard at work making it a reality. 

Some liked the idea of using ladybirds to sort 
out the pests, but it turned out they are simply 
too lazy to get the job done. 

Whitefly can wreak havoc on tomato plants, 
for instance. So Macrolophus is used for con¬ 
trol of the whitefly in the tomatoes, but is also 
used in peppers to help against caterpillars. 

And Aphidius can be used for aphid control 
in peppers and cucumbers, while phytoseiulus 
can tackle spider mites on all three crops. 

The orius will take on thrips and also help 
protect peppers. 

And a swirskii is used to save peppers and 
cucumbers from thrips and can help see off 
whitefly on cucumbers. 

Rob James, technical manager at Thanet 
Earth, said: “Pests will always be a problem 



with plants. Any gardener will tell you about 
the damage insects can do. 

“That’s why there’s a thriving pesticide 
industry, willing to sell us chemical solutions 
to the problem. But not everyone wants to use 
chemicals and if given a choice, consumers will 
opt for less pesticide on their food, every day of 
the week.” 

Modem agricultural techniques are surpris¬ 
ingly sophisticated now, and the Thanet Earth 
development, near Birchington, is no exception. 

Predator 

Inside the enormous greenhouses they grow 
tomatoes, peppers and cucumbers destined 
for the shelves of the country’s supermarkets. 
And they’re doing it almost entirely without 
pesticides. 

New EU rules have outlawed some chemi¬ 
cals which could be harmful to humans, even 
in small doses, so more producers are turning 
to natural solutions to be rid of pets like white¬ 
fly, greenfly and mealy bugs.

Heaven can wait 
- mine’s a Spitfire 

THE Pope’s favourite tipple is the Kentish ale

The new system is called integrated pest 
management, or IPM, although keen garden¬ 
ers have long known about it. 

Mr James said inside these greenhouses 
lurk predators looking for a meal. 

“No, it’s not a scene from a sci-fi film, it’s 


what’s known as "biological control’. We use 
good insects to munch on the bad insects, there¬ 
by protecting crops without spraying them. 

“Depending on the pest - typically whitefly 
for tomatoes, aphids for peppers and thrips for 
cucumbers - there’s the perfect predator insect.” 


And the methods used sound as if they have 
come from the pages of a horror story. 

He said: “Thanet Earth uses little cards on 
which you’ll find hundreds of tiny eggs. 

‘"These cards hang on the plants, the eggs 
hatch and release the predators into 


the greenhouse to hunt for their food. 

“Alternatively, live predators are supplied in 
bottles and released. Some predators are used 
routinely as preventative measures for veiy com¬ 
mon expected pests. Others are used amative¬ 
ly and introduced specifically to cure a problem. 
These pest populations are of massive impor¬ 
tance and are heavily relied upon by the growers. 

“In some cases, such as the spider mite pest 
on pepper plants, they actually introduce the 
pest as well as the predator before they plant 
a new crop to make sure the predator numbers 
are healthy and working as they should. 

“Hanging baskets of barley can be seen in 
the pepper greenhouse too. These aren’t for 
decoration - they hold populations of grain 
aphids which feed the aphelinus abdominalis 
predator to keep a healthy population ready to 
deal with any aphid infestation that occurs.” 

Balance 

The growers really look after their predators 
too. In the tomato greenhouse, when they 
prune off the leaves they leave the cuttings on 
the floor for a while to allow any predators to 
jump off and find their way back to the plants. 

As with all things natural, there are 
inevitably occasional times when the balance 
might need a bit of extra help and a control 
spray is needed. 

The growers are careful to spot spray on 
particular areas only - not to spray the whole 
crop otherwise they’ll kill the ‘good’ insects too, 
Mr James said. 

He added: “These predators are also avail¬ 
able for domestic settings, so if you fancy try¬ 
ing something different instead of spraying 
your tomatoes this year, then there are plenty 
of suppliers to help.”

A pedal-powered delivery 

RECOGNISING how quickly the new season's asparagus is fly¬ 
ing off the shelves, the manager of one hotel decided this 
week to go the extra mile to meet demand. 

On Tuesday, David Sharma of Chartham Hatch's Howfield 
Manor Hotel, ensured next to no carbon footprint for the 
hotel's asparagus supplies. 

Mr Sharma collected the asparagus grown in nearby Blean 
from the Goods Shed market in Canterbury before taking it 
back to Howfield Manor Hotel to be used in the restaurant, 
and he took the journey under pedal power on a bicycle. 

It came about after Mr Sharma, who cycles to Howfield 
from Canterbury, found out the local supplier Charles Atkins 
delivers to the Goods Shed, but would be unable to deliver to 
the hotel. Keen to keep food miles down, and to avoid anoth¬ 
er delivery journey, Mr Sharma decided to pick up his order of 
asparagus every week of the season by bike. 

Howfield Manor Hotel has recently submitted an applica¬ 
tion to join Produced in Kent - the organisation set up to pro¬ 
mote local producers and suppliers - to demonstrate its com¬ 
mitment to using local produce and supporting its producers.

FROM succulent strawberries to beetroot and aspara¬ 
gus, the Garden of England is set to reap plenty of 
rewards this summer for the pick-your-own season. 

With a predicted spell of warm weather, there is renewed opti¬ 
mism from Kent growers who are anticipating strong crops and 
interest from a younger generation of customers. 

Amid a wealth of TV gardening programmes and shows pro¬ 
moting healthier lifestyles, a greater number of people are em¬ 
bracing the five-a-day recommended dose of fruit and vegetables. 

It all ties in perfectly with our 2009 campaign urging our read¬ 
ers to help protect the local economy by buying locally produced 
and supplied food and drink - spearheaded by our website 
www.foodforkent.co.uk, which unites the best producers under 
one online roof. 

As a perennial favourite, demand for Kentish strawberries is 
particularly high. Martin Clews, of Stonepitts farm at Seal Chart, 
near Sevenoaks, is expecting a strong response to the company's 
latest crop available next month. 

"Things are looking pretty good for this year. We took over the 
business 17 years ago and it's coming up to the 50th anniversary 
of the company now," he said. He added that despite a poor sum¬ 
mer last year, the firm's long-established reputation had ensured 
its survival. 

Despite its success with several strawberry varieties, Mr Clews 
explained the pick-your-own business has in recent years been suf¬ 
fering a decline since its peak in the 1980s. He believed this was 
largely due to a combination of poor summer weather and super¬ 
market competition producing fruit all-year round. 

"It's a shame we are the only people producing pick-your-own 
strawberries in this area, there used to be three or four others in 
this part of Kent when we first started out. We have had to move 
with the times and really ask people what strawberries they pre¬ 
fer, with the Old Cambridge being a real favourite - it goes back 
to the 60s and has a real old Englishness about it. 


"This year we got in touch with more than 50 schools 
and my wife Jackie gave a lecture about how strawberries grow, 
and seeing the farm is a good way for them to learn." 

Susie Mills, of Valley Arch pick-your-own near Dartford was also 
enthused by the prospects for the new season. She explained they 
were anticipating a strong demand for its strawberry-growing 
run: "We are finding a lot of younger people are coming to do pick- 
your own these days, which is a good thing as it used to be main¬ 
ly a more mature market. It's a nice thing for a family to do and 
there's nothing like having some local strawberries in the summer. 

"As with all the produce we grow, it's much better than fruit 
and veg that has been frozen, where you lose a lot of the vitamins 
in the process." 

Farm shops in the county have also reported significant interest 
in a wide range of locally grown summer crops. 

Paula Everett of Macknade farm shop in Faversham said sum¬ 
mer fruit and veg had been proving extremely popular. Sales of 
asparagus and strawberries (maturing early due to being grown 
in poly-tunnels) were also doing well. 


The Kent firm's enthusiasm was also shared by the National 
Farmers' Retail & Markets Association (FARMA). 

It expected the UK to follow the American pick-your-own trend 
in being on course for a strong resurgence as customers find it an 
excellent way to get quality produce at the best prices. 

PYO farms in America reported significantly increased business 
in 2008 - the first growth since the 1980s. 

In another parallel with that decade, sales of domestic freezers 
also grew last year, fuelled partly because more people wanted to 
store their harvest from pick-your-own fields, and from their gar¬ 
dens and allotments. 

"The time seems to be right for pick-your-own, reflecting the 
fact that people are prepared to 'do-it-themselves' to get quality 
and value," said Gareth Jones from FARMA. He explained that 
FARMA members report they plan to hold prices at last year's lev¬ 
els and were competitive with prices of supermarkets. 

He added: "Great value for money is just one of the advantages 
of picking your own fruit and vegetables. The only other way to 
get such fresh and flavoursome produce is to grow it yourself."

Time to retire Old Sparky 

State executions no 

longer have place in 
the civilised world.

RECENTLY I’ve been thinking 
about the death penalty. Two 
things brought it to mind. 

One was Briton Samantha 
Orobator, arrested for heroin 
smuggling in Laos, south east 
Asia, and facing death by firing 
squad. 

Plus, with the announcement 
last month of the abolition of the 
death penalty in New Mexico, 
USA, I got to wondering about 
Kent’s American sister state, 
Virginia. 

It still has the death penalty - 
though it’s not used in the neigh¬ 
bouring state of West Virginia - 
and Virginia governor Tim Kaine 
has sanctioned five executions in 
the last year or so. 

Unusually, when most execu¬ 
tions in the United States are by 
lethal injection, Virginia retains 
the option of the electric chair. 
Maybe as a back-up. 

The other reason the death 
penalty came up was from chat¬ 
ting to Amnesty International. 

Here at Sincerity we’re devel¬ 
oping a monthly political prison¬ 
er campaign - initially with good 
old Belarus, Europe’s last dicta¬ 
torship - and the former presi¬ 
dential candidate Alyaksandr 
Kazulin. 

Yet bizarrely, Amnesty doesn’t 
have a list of political prisoners it 
is trying to free, or of UK nation¬ 
als imprisoned abroad. 

And it stmck me, having expe¬ 
rienced the vagaries of the judi¬ 
cial system over a trademark dis¬ 


pute, just how many people are 
innocent. American citizen 
Roxana Saberi was suddenly 
released in Iran after allegedly 
spying, while in the USA for 
every seven people executed, one 
is freed as innocent. 

And 50 years after the last exe¬ 
cutions in Britain, only in 2003 
was the death penalty for all 
civilian and military offences 
finally abolished. 

The death sentence is proven to 
be barbaric - especially in the 
potential for mistakes. 

Juries repeatedly refuse to con¬ 
vict people of serious crimes if 
there is a chance of the death 
penalty. 

And it is abolished by the 
United Nations and new 
entrants to the EU. Society has 
moved on. 

And now? Only five nations 
perform 90 per cent of the more 
than 5,000 death sentences car¬ 
ried out annually: China and the 


USA, and the Islamic nations of 
Pakistan, Saudi Arabia and Iran. 

Other nations have a sprin¬ 
kling of death sentences that 
scarcely make sense either as a 
deterrent or a punishment (one 
execution in Belarus a year). 

And even the USA - famous for 
death row and a series of high- 
profile executions - now executes 
about 40 people a year, in just 10 
of the 50 states. 

Virginia, though, has the sec¬ 
ond-highest rate since executions 
were reinstated in 1976. Today, 
there are 20 inmates on death 
row in Virginia. 

In the 21st century the chal¬ 
lenge must be to commute all 
death sentences to life; to remove 
the death penalty except for 
crimes of treason in wartime; and 
to create an Islamic justice sys¬ 
tem with an alternative to the 
death sentence. 

The days of the hangman, fir¬ 
ing squad and lethal injection are 



largely over. Only the anomalies 
remain. 

Some of the statistics jumped 
out at me. Japan, one of the most 
civilised and developed nations 
on Earth, carried out nine death 
sentences in 2007. 

While Singapore executes only 
two citizens, that makes the tiny 
city-state the place you’re most 
likely to be executed. 

And Vietnam has one of the 
highest death tolls - 25 execu¬ 
tions each year. 

Surely with the EU making the 
abolition of the death penalty a 
condition of membership, the 
same must apply to the African 
Union and Association of South 
East Asian Nations? 

And in Kent, maybe we should 
ask county council leader Cllr 
Paul Carter to ask Governor 
Kaine of Virginia to go a little 
easier with the lethal injections 
and Old Sparky.

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Downturn only partly to 
blame for housing woes 


Regarding your very interesting front page 
story last weekend (Homes plan blocked 
by downturn, Kent on Sunday, May 10). 

Plainly the downturn in the economy in 
general and construction industry in par¬ 
ticular is partly responsible for house¬ 
building targets not being met, but this is 
not by any means the sole reason. 

My own view, and that of many in the 
industry, is that even without the present 
downturn, these targets would never be 
met because of failures in the planning 
system to bring forward sufficient land. 


More and more our local planning sys¬ 
tem centres on the broad brush approach 
of central government thinking and fails 
to take account of the needs and desires of 
the local communities they are supposed 
to serve. In order for us to even be able to 
approach the targets that have been set, 
planning authorities need to act in a more 
positive way to proposals for new housing, 
rather than making a presumption to 
refuse, unless they have overwhelming 
reasons not to do so.

What about the poor? 

It was not good to read your report about the 
slowdown in the building of new homes in 
the county (Kent on Sunday, May 10). 

Nor was it good news to hear the county 
council is calling for lower house-building 
figures and KCC leader Cllr Paul Carter’s 
reported view that there was a “very slight 
chance of meeting targets over the new few 
years”. 

To read as well that the CPRE gave a “sigh 
of relief’ over the frustration of the develop¬ 
ment lobby was not welcome either. 

Perhaps none of them had noticed that in 
April 2008 there were 38,408 households on 
the housing register in Kent and that was a 
6.5 per cent increase on the previous year - 
and the numbers are still growing. 

KCC’s research office reports that unem¬ 
ployment in Kent has risen 4.6 per cent to 
34,192 as of March, 2009; many of the unem¬ 
ployed are building and construction workers 
who are just the people needed to build the 
urgently needed affordable homes which the 
South East regional plan describes the lack of 
as being “a major barrier to continued eco¬ 
nomic growth” and causes other problems 
such as longer distance commuting. 

Unemployment impinges most harshly on 
the lower-paid, but all of us must strive to 
alleviate and eliminate it. 

District councils have been given new pow¬ 
ers and finance to bring forward schemes for 
affordable and social housing and the upcom¬ 
ing county elections are just the time to see 
which of our aspiring councillors can help the 
districts to do what it takes to help solve 
growing unemployment and the shortage of 
homes for working people.

A flawed vision 

The Government will be very flattered by 
Gerry O’Donnell’s letter (KOS Media, May 
10). He accuses them of devising the second¬ 
ary school building programme as a 
fiendishly cunning way “to squeeze the 
grammar schools out of existence”, while, as 
their dealings with the Gurkhas have 
shown, they have less cunning than a pound 
of lard. 

Most of our secondary schools date from 


two building phases, one in the 1870s and 
one in the 1960s. Buildings from both phas¬ 
es are reaching the end of their lives simul¬ 
taneously - a sad reflection on the ’60s - 
and a crisis for education that is going to be 
horrendously expensive to remedy. 

What has actually happened under this 
so-called ‘grammar-school hating’ 
Government is that the grammars have 
expanded and the proportion of children 
going to them has risen way above 25 per 
cent. KCC leader Cllr Paul Carter is on 
record regretting this expansion and com¬ 
mitting himself to bringing the selection 
rate down, acknowledging the fact that the 
effect on the rest of Kent’s schools has been 
devastating. 

KCC education leader Cllr Mark Dance is 
on record saying he’d like to shut a gram¬ 
mar in Thanet (where there is a high pro¬ 
portion of children from poorer families who 
tend not to pass the 11-plus) and to reopen 
it in west Kent where there is a much high¬ 
er proportion of middle-class children. 

So Mr O’Donnell’s vision of grammar 
schools catering for bright working-class 
children is just that, a vision with little foun¬ 
dation in reality. The same is true of his 
casual rubbishing of comprehensive schools. 
Most children outside Kent go to compre- 
hensives and their achievements can be as 
good or better than Kent’s but without the 
expense, stress and division that inevitably 
come with the 11-plus.

Small-minded Tories 

Medway Council is proposing to close St 
Peter’s, St John’s, Ridge Meadow and St 
Nicholas schools as part of its Primary 
Strategy for Change. The council is run by 
the Tories, and the cabinet is all 
Conservative councillors. They will make the 
decision about the future of the four schools. 

Last week, Cllr Wicks, the cabinet member 
responsible for closing schools, blamed the 
Government for the plan. However, the deci¬ 
sion is entirely the responsibility of the Tory 
cabinet. 

Cllr Wicks also blamed Labour for leaking 
the news about the closures. This is also 
nonsense. The council finalised the plan 
without discussing it with schools and then 
sent the plan to the Government. Only then 
did the council start telling the schools, but 
made them sign a confidentiality agree¬ 
ment. Parents found out and told the media. 
Meanwhile, the council held a press confer¬ 
ence. The BBC told the Labour group it had 
the details. Only then did we agree to 
comment. 

The Government is giving Medway £11 
million as part of the Primary Strategy. 

The money should be used to improve 
good schools, enhance parental choice, and 
to support communities. The proposed clo¬ 
sures directly contradict these aims. 

So why are schools under threat? The 
Conservatives claim the Government is forc¬ 
ing them to close schools because of surplus 
places. This is nonsense. The Government 
requires councils to look at schools with 
more that 25 per cent surplus places, but it 
does not require closure. In fact, the 
Government encourages investment in good 
schools to improve them and there are many 
other schools across Medway with surplus 
places which are not under threat. The birth 
rate is rising and the council’s own projec¬ 
tions show that by 2013 there will be a 
places shortfall of 116 in Rochester, 74 in 
Chatham, and 139 in Strood. 

The real reason they want to close these 
schools is their size. Smaller schools cost 
more and Cllr Wicks has now admitted that 
the closure of four small schools will help 
with the budget. The Primary Strategy for 
Change is an opportunity to improve our 
schools and it is outrageous that the first 
step the Tories are taking is to close good 
schools. Cllr Wicks says he believes every 
child matters. Clearly in Medway some chil¬ 
dren matter more than others - and money 
matters most.

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Follow Dad’s

South East said: “Some might consider a 
Blackberry or company car a luxury, but for 
many small business owners in the South 
East today these are simply essentials which 
are helping with the day-to-day running of 
their business. 

“Whereas previously business owners in the 
region may have been prepared to neglect 
their personal lives in order to sustain their 
business, these days they recognise the impor¬ 
tance of trying to maintain some sort of work 
life balance, instead seeing time away from the 
business, such as holiday, as a tool to help 
them survive.

CHALLENGES: Take the right steps to maximise the chances of getting money owed to you

EVEN for companies currently 
managing to weather the economic 
storm there are still many chal¬ 
lenges to face. 

Not least is the fact that overdue bills or 
worse still, customer debts, are spiralling out 
of control. 

Ultimately, debt recovery is becoming one 
huge headache and more businesses than ever 
are having to spend their time chasing debt. 

Overdue bills can be a nightmare to manage, 
and if you’re a smaller business whose sur¬ 
vival is dependant on regular cash flow, the 
urgency of the situation is magnified. 

A good cash flow is critical for companies to 
be able to pay their staff and suppliers; not to 
mention if they are to have any hope at all of 
generating income for the owners and share¬ 
holders of the business. 

Taking the right steps from the outset will 
allow you to maximise getting the money 
rightly owed to you without damaging your 
business relationships. 

The first step is to ensure your terms and 
conditions are clear regarding payment, and if 
you are going to use an external company to 
collect overdue payments, make your inten¬ 


tions clear to your customer so there can be no 
misunderstandings. 

A solution needs to be put into action swiftly 
to give you every chance of getting your money 
back at the lowest cost to you. 

Many businesses find it hard to chase a cus¬ 
tomer for the debts, particularly where the 
customer is another business, as there is a risk 
that attempts to recover debts will be seen as 
aggressive and relationships can sour. 

Many companies lack confidence in making 
heavier demands for payment. Fears of losing 
future business coupled with emotional bag¬ 


gage can all to often interfere with this process. 

But it is important not to lose sight of the 
fact the customer has failed to pay you the 
money they owe and you simply can’t afford to 
jeopardise the financial stability of your own 
business or allow them to spiral into further 
debt. 

These concerns can be avoided by a simple 
and effective recovery plan. 

As the payment terms nea r their end, a 
‘friendly’ phone call can, if necessary, be fol¬ 
lowed up in writing to instigate a gentle 
reminder of the outstanding payment due 


and to re-emphasise your payment terms. 

What has to be avoided is continual phone 
calls and letters chasing a debt as this wastes 
your time and stops you from concentrating on 
new business. 

Enlisting the help of a recovery agent or a 
professional solicitor at the early stages could 
be beneficial in terms of saving you time and 
money in the long term, and it takes away the 
hassle and emotional concerns which often 
materialise. 

However, debt collection agencies will usual¬ 
ly charge a percentage of the total debt, which 
means they are likely to cherry-pick those 
larger debts and cases that will bring them a 
good guaranteed return, and this can be a 
costly option. 

In our view, the most efficient debt recovery 
model is to use a combination of all the various 
options, but don’t be afraid to allow those rep¬ 
resenting you to take the action that is neces¬ 
sary to recover the debt. 

Knowing the right path to choose with a 
debt and what action to take if, and when, a 
judgement is obtained is extremely important 
as many cases get to judgement and then are 
unable to be enforced. 

Debt recovery is not an exact science, but 
experience is all important.

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Home is where the office is

WITH the dole queue getting 
longer and recession-battling 
bosses seeking ways to cut costs, 
increasing numbers of people are 
starting to work from home. 

As many as one in seven of the working 
population are now homeworkers. 

The attractions of remote working are 
clear: the potential release from rental over¬ 
heads and the freeing up of commuting time. 

But there are practical and legal issues 
which must be balanced against the saving 
from office overheads before setting aside 
part of the home for business use. 

We’d like to consider those who work 
totally from home as opposed to the occa¬ 
sional home worker. In many cases internal 
alterations will be carried out to the home to 
facilitate that remote working. 

Planning permission is required when¬ 


ever there is a material change in the plan¬ 
ning use of a property. It is a matter of fact 
and degree in each case whether there has 
been such a change. 

The key question for people intending to 
run a business from home is whether the 
overall character of the house will change 
from being a private home as a result of the 
business. 

The most important factor to consider is 
the question of whether the business use is 
subservient to the residential use. The right 
to use land for a primary planning use 
includes the right to use it for a subservient 
or ‘ancillary use. 

However, there is no hard-and-fast rule for 
deciding the point at which running a busi¬ 
ness from home will fall outside the scope of 
ancillary use. 

Much will turn on the nature of the busi¬ 
ness use, but judicial guidance suggests that 
anyone using more than 10 per cent of their 
home for business use could be at risk of 
requiring separate planning permission 

Planning permission may also be 
required for any physical alter¬ 
ations that are needed to make the i 
property suitable for the business 
use.

any changes to the home. As an example, a 
hairdresser who decides to run their busi¬ 
ness from home should remember that not 
only do structural changes in the property 
require Building Regulation Consent but 
also simpler measures such as the installa¬ 
tion of a washbasin. 

Business rates, as opposed to council tax, 
will apply to the part of the home used exclu¬ 
sively for business. 

Remote workers should consider getting a 
separate phone line for their business to 
claim tax relief on business calls and also 
about reclaiming VAT on anything bought for 
business purposes. 

A remote worker should always check both 
their deeds and mortgage conditions, or their 
rental agreement, to ensure that there are no 
restrictions against running a business from 
home. 

If necessary they should apply for consent 
under the deeds and mortgage. 

Rubbish (often overlooked) is another prob¬ 
lem area and business waste should not be 
put in domestic refuse bins. Plastic business 
waste bags can be expensive. 

From a practical viewpoint, will customers 
of the business visit the home and upset the 
neighbours? If it is necessary to have client 
meetings should they be at the client’s prem¬ 
ises instead? 

Finally, remember to check that using 
your home for business will not invalidate 
your buildings insurance policy.

IF YOU believe our economy sits on 
a powder keg of inflation - and 
some fear its return might be the 
only salvation for Britain if Govern¬ 
ment plans to borrow £700 billion 
are carried through - there are 
sound arguments for savings which 
guarantee an index-linked return. 

If they ponder Chancellor Alistair Darling’s 
words carefully, savers might want an alterna¬ 
tive to banks or building societies for part of 
their savings. In any case, the three per cent- 
plus fixed-rate returns, now on offer from 
these institutions over two or three years, 
could look mean if inflation takes off. 

It was therefore not coincidental that Nat¬ 
ional Savings & Investments (NS&I) offered 
two new issues of Inflation Beating Savings 
certificates last week. Also called Index-linked 


certificates, they enable savers to invest a max¬ 
imum £15,000 per issue in three-year (19th 
issue) or five-year (46th issue) certificates. 

Dax Harkins, NS&I senior savings strategist 
says they usually make a new issue of Index- 
linked certificates when they change the rate: 
“In this instance, the rate stays the same - 
Retail Prices Index (RPI) plus one per cent - if 
held for the full term, but investors wanted a 
new issue to allow them to put more money in.” 

Opportunity 

As NS&I certificates are tax free, the equiv¬ 
alent rate is index-linking plus 1.25 per cent 
for basic rate taxpayers, and index-linking 
plus 1.67 per cent for higher rate taxpayers. 
On each anniversary, interest and index-link¬ 
ing are added to the certificate. 

The last issue was in June, 2008, which effec¬ 
tively means NS&I offers an opportunity to 
salt away up to £15,000 per person per year, or 
£30,000 per couple, with returns free of income 
tax and capital gains tax (CGT), like ISAs. 

Many savers value 100 per cent security for 
their cash. Index-linked Savings Certificates 


were launched by NS&I in 1975, and 600,000 
investors hold £16bn in them against £39bn in 
Premium Bonds, which get more promotion. 

With Premium Bond prizes falling to just 
one per cent, new £25 prizes have been intro¬ 
duced to ensure Bond holders win nearly one 
million prizes per month. With 39 billion 
Premium Bonds in circulation, the odds on 
any single bond winning are 36,000-1. 

As Premium Bonds lose some appeal, the 
threat of inflation makes Index-linked certifi¬ 
cates more attractive. If RPI goes negative 
they still guarantee the annual one per cent 
bonus on investments held to the end of their 
term. In fact, this is the first time a continuous 
period of deflation has been experienced since 
NS&I launched index-linked certificates. 

With personal tax levels certain to rise after 
the next General Election, there is a strong 
case for using NS&I products to hold more 
savings outside the tax net. However, savers 
should remember Inflation Beating Savings 
pay no interest at all on withdrawals after one 
year, with returns thereafter weighted to 
favour those who remain for the full term. 


“It won’t have you jumping up and down 
with excitement, but this product already pays 
a better return than many instant access sav¬ 
ings accounts, and returns could look good if 
inflation kicks in, maybe 18 months from now,” 
Mark Dampier at Hargreaves Lansdown said. 

Clearer 

Kevin Mountford, Moneysupermarket.com, 
says NS&I products should be in any balanced 
savings portfolio: 'With index-linking, you 
have the prospect of a fixed return, as opposed 
to accounts which are market-leading one 
moment and stragglers a few months later. 

“Here there is the prospect of a definite 
return, over and above the cost of living.” 

Andrew Hagger, Moneynet.co.uk, says for 
savers purely concerned with inflation, it’s a 
good home for your money. But he is not sure 
he would tie up money for that long at present: 
“Consider the West Bromwich BS E-Bond, pay¬ 
ing 4.3 per cent before tax on a one-year bond 
(min £5,000), or perhaps ICICI Bank’s Instant 
Access paying 2.45 per cent on a minimum £1, 
until the trend on rates becomes clearer.”

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EU acts to help small companies

IN THIS present economic crisis 
everybody speaks about job losses 
in the big industries and big 
companies. 

Governments are keen to take action and to 
find ways to support them. But there is also 
another side of the coin: who cares about the 
millions of small enterprises which are strug¬ 
gling for survival? I do. 

Because I know, without entrepreneurs 
there are no enterprises, without enterprises 
there are no jobs. And, therefore, I am con¬ 
vinced that in the crisis we must strengthen 
our efforts to give small and medium-sized 
enterprises (SMEs) the best possible frame¬ 
work-conditions. 

Not being paid for the goods and services 
delivered is bad for a business in any circum¬ 
stances, but becomes dramatic today as the 
economic crisis reduces alternative sources of 
finance and diminishes demand. The distance 
to bankruptcy can get dangerously short. 

As government at all levels puts imagination 
to work looking for any useful measure to 
counter the crisis, they should not forget about 
the simplest - avoid the huge amount of 
invoices for the purchase of goods and services 
which they pay late after delivery. 

That is why the Commission has decided it 
was time to upgrade EU rules on late payment 
in commercial transactions and proposed pub¬ 
lic authorities should as a rule pay their bills 
within a maximum of 30 days. 

As an incentive to clear the bills in time the

Commission suggests introducing a flat-rate 
compensation of five per cent cumulated with 
the late payment interest. In parallel, the 
European Commission commits itself to speed 


up its own payment for the purchase of goods 
and services. 

The proposal on late payments is only the 
latest in a series of initiatives to help SMEs 
taken by this European Commission since it 
took office in 2004 and which culminated with 
the proposal of the Small Business Act (SBA) 
in June of last year. This has found the agree¬ 
ment of all member States and the European 
Parliament. 

The SBA puts forward a complete policy 
framework to improve the overall approach to 
entrepreneurship and to promote SMEs’ 
growth by helping them tackle the remaining 
problems which hamper their development. 

The act applies to all companies which have 
fewer than 250 employees: 23 million across 
the EU. 

Key to this new policy framework is the 
application of the Think Small First principle. 
Henceforth, all public authorities in the EU 
are called to ensure that SMEs’ interests are 
always taken into account in policy making. 

The Commission has revised state aid rules 
to encourage Member States to do more for 
SMEs since public funding for training, 
research and development, environmental 
protection and other types of aid is important 
for SMEs. 

We have proposed a new statute for a 
European Private Company which will allow 
SMEs to start up and operate according to the 
same company law provisions throughout the 
European Union. 

Finally, I am happy to add that the Member 
States agreed to open up the option to 
apply reduced Value Added Tax rates for 
locally supplied services, including labour 
intensive services, such as hairdressing, cater¬ 
ing, and repair. 

To encourage and inspire new entrepreneurs 


who are planning to set up a new business, we 
have also launched an Erasmus for Young 
Entrepreneurs - a European exchange pro¬ 
gramme to help entrepreneurs acquire rele¬ 
vant skills for managing an SME by spending 
time working in another EU country with an 
experienced entrepreneur. 

To free the hands of SMEs, we are cutting 
administrative burdens with full speed, eyeing 
the target to reduce administrative burdens 
on companies stemming from EU legislation 
by 25 per cent by 2012. 

For example, in January the Commission 
adopted a proposal for a revision of the VAT 
Directive to remove the barriers to electronic 
invoicing. The yearly reduction potential could 
be as high as 18 billion euros in the mid-term. 

Extra savings 

In the case of company law, the Commission 
proposed to allow Member States to exclude 
micro-enterprises, with ten employees or less, 
from the scope of EU accounting directives, 
which could bring additional savings of seven 
billion Euros. 

Moreover 24 Member States have given 
themselves a better regulation agenda. 

Since access to finance is essential for SMEs, 
notably in times of crisis, the European 
Investment Bank devoted 30 billion euros to 
SMEs in Europe in the form of new loans 
granted via commercial banks. This scheme, 
approved at the end of 2008, is actively sup¬ 
ported by the European Commission. 

Now is the time, once and for all, to cement 
the needs of SMEs in EU policy. To get out 
of the current crisis we need to clear the path 
for those who want to create more jobs and 
are the key drivers of innovation, who 
will need to master the ship towards a low car¬ 
bon economy.

THE truth always comes out - and 
when firms dip into their pockets 
to help staff being booted out the 
door through no fault of their own 
it’s not because the companies are 
being nice and kind. 

The real reasons, according to one of our 
biggest recruitment consultancies, are to 
maintain a good reputation, hold onto key 
employees - and help mangers to deliver the 
bad news. 

It’s euphemistically called outplacement, but 
it basically means easing unwanted or 
unneeded executives out of a company by pro¬ 


viding company-paid assistance in finding 
them new jobs. 

With short-term strategy firms cutting back 
on staff - as they always do come an economic 
downturn - more individuals are getting this 
type of support. 

Now a study by Reed Consulting has 
revealed that aside from what it says is the 
moral obligation, there are many reasons why 
firms cough up to offer help. 

A company spokesman: “In the event of a 
firm having to make redundancies, there is 
always the risk its reputation among potential 
employees and customers will be damaged. 

“Three quarters of firms felt provision of out¬ 
placement could improve the organisation’s 
reputation, while a half believed it could help 
make them be seen as an employer of choice.” 

Also, perversely, firms think it helps them 


retain staff. “Given its common proximity to 
redundancy programmes, respondents felt the 
provision of outplacement support helped the 
employer retain and motivate those staff not 
directly affected. 

“It is a commonly held view that up to 25 per 
cent of top performers leave an organisation 
within 90 days of a major change announce¬ 
ment being made. Two-thirds of respondents 
agreed that offering outplacement support for 
staff being made redundant helped retain 
those who remained.” 

The study also found that more than 70 per 
cent of employers believe offering outplace¬ 
ment helps line managers implement redun¬ 
dancies “with a clearer conscience” and 87 per 
cent of those interviewed felt it eased the pres¬ 
sure on them. 

Now we know. 
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Are mortgage 
rates about to 
start going up? 



EIGHT weeks after the base rate 
hit a mind-boggling 0.5 per cent, 
last week’s decision by the Bank 
of England’s Monetary Policy 
Committee (MPC) to leave rates 
unchanged hardens the consen¬ 
sus that mortgage rates go one 
way from here - up. 

On the way down, tracker loans were a 
smart move for borrowers, shrinking month¬ 
ly repayments close to zero in some cases. 

As a new order takes shape, fixed-rate 
loans look a good defensive move for borrow¬ 
ers who fear rates, when they rise again, 
could stay high for some time. 

Among lenders, there’s a spring ‘nip’ in the 
air, a sense the worst is behind us. 

Gloom began to lift in mid-April when our 
biggest lender, Halifax, offered to pay up to 
£1,000 of a homebuyer’s council tax for a year 
to any borrower taking a mortgage with a 
deposit of at least 10 per cent. 

Are lenders actually keen to find new cus¬ 
tomers with house prices 
still falling, possibly by 
eight to 10 per cent for the 
rest of 2009? Plainly they 
are, because rivals have 
followed Halifax’s lead. 

Woolwich, the lend¬ 
ing arm of Barclays, 
has slashed rates on 
two, three, four and 
five-year fixes, start¬ 
ing at 3.69 per cent for 
two years (to maximum 
loan to value (LTV) of 70 
per cent). 

For remortgagers (max 
LTV 75 per cent), Abbey 
reckons its three-year fix 
at 4.09 per cent, seven- 
year at 4.99 per cent 
and 15-year at 5.38 
per cent, are its lowest 
in a decade. 

Abbey’s Nici Auchlam- 
Gardiner says their research 
shows that for remortgagers, a third are 
looking for a tracker, and over half will 
choose a two-year tracker. 

‘With a best buy rate of Base Rate plus 
2.45 per cent, borrowers should also serious¬ 
ly consider the two-year tracker.” 

Andrew Hagger at Moneynet.co.uk isn’t so 
sure: “There is a feeling trackers won’t look 
so good once rates move up again. New track¬ 
ers around 2.5 per cent over base mean a 
rate of 5.5 per cent if base rate gets back to 
three per cent,” he says. 

And trackers often have Early Repayment 
Charges lurking in the small print, expen¬ 
sive when borrowers get another loan. 

Fee-free deals are back in fashion too: 
Yorkshire Bank offers remortgages with no 
arrangement fees on fixed-rate, offset and 
current account loans. 

But Hagger says fee free is not always 
cheapest: “On a £150,000 loan over 25 years 
(75 per cent LTV), for instance, an HSBC fix 
at 3.99 per cent with a £599 fee costs £1,570 
less over three years than Alliance & 
Leicester’s fee free loan at 4.69 per cent.” 

Perhaps the most encouraging sign mort¬ 
gage markets are easing is HSBC’s £lbn 
offered as 90 per cent LTV loans - a two-year

fix at 4.99 per cent (fee £1,499), a two-year fix 
at 5.49 per cent (fee £199) and a lifetime 
tracker at 4.09 per cent plus base rate (cur¬ 
rently 4.59 per cent) with non-refimdable fee 
of £999. To qualify, HSBC borrowers must 
open a current account, which charges a 
monthly fee - and with access to current 
account details, the bank could make further 
efforts to sell financial products. 

HSBC, with its first direct subsidiary, could 
take 13 per cent of the 2009 mortgage mar¬ 
ket - against three per cent in 2007. It isn’t 
saddled with unprofitable mortgages hitting 
rival lenders who grabbed market share 
before boom turned to bust. 

Ray Boulger at brokers John Charcol says 
households should focus on two strategies at 
this stage. Firstly, money saved on low mort¬ 
gage rates should go to pay outstanding debt 
on mortgages, credit cards, and other loans. 
Don’t splurge on luxuries and holidays. 

Secondly, rates will be higher than they are 
today, so borrowers should be in a position to 
absorb them with comfort: “The key question 
is when rates rise. We could 
see a move in earfy-2010, 
or low rates could stay for 
two years. A big danger is 
that when the Bank of 
England injects its 
second £75bn into 
the economy - 
the first expires 
at the end of 
May - inflationary 
pressures could be 
unleashed, and rate 
rises would be need¬ 
ed to control them.” 

Whilst prices keep 
falling, borrowers who 
delay remortgag¬ 
ing could have 
problems find¬ 
ing a new loan 
in a year, if they 
need a higher LTV 
because of falling values. 

Darren Cook at Moneyfacts.co.uk is equal¬ 
ly fearful that lenders’ big concern is to play 
safe: “Banks, far from predicting the end of 
the slump, are hedging bets by increasing 
the number of their best mortgages to those 
fortunate enough to have a 40 per cent 
deposit. The average mortgage rate for a 60 
per cent LTV is 4.29 per cent, compared to 
5.29 per cent six months ago, and availabili¬ 
ty within this tier has risen too.” 

Boulger says some borrowers might still 
take a tracker loan with a ‘droplock’ option 
enabling them to lock into a fix later. There is 
a case, for example, for taking an HSBC 
tracker and switching when HSBC offers 
fixes for longer than two years. But borrowers 
may have to pay more for a higher LTV limit. 

“People keen to remortgage get a nasty 
shock from valuations at five to 10 per cent 
lower than they expected,” says Boulger. “My 
advice, if you have equity of less than 30 per 
cent, is to fix straightaway and in most cases, 
to take a five-year fix, which will look cheap 
if rates stay high for two to three years. 

“Borrowers on low LTVs (below 75 per 
cent) may have a case for not rushing into a 
fix. They should keep an eye on available 
deals, to fix in late-2009/earfy-2010.”

CLASSROOMS can be crucibles 
of delight - and angst - when it 
comes to doing ‘practicals’, espe¬ 
cially in something like business 
studies, which most people would¬ 
n’t think of as hands-on subject 
like chemistry.

about it, and business studies is no excep¬ 
tion. Take communication, one of the most 
important management tools. 

I used to start my A-level communication 
module with Chinese whispers - sticking a 
student in each comer of the room and get¬ 
ting them to verbally pass round a short 
message I wrote down for the first person to 
memorise. 

We all know the party game - the message 
ends up totally distorted at the end when the 
last student says what they had been told. 

I once did it with Chinese students; it blew 
their minds, because in China they had to sit, 
listen and leam by rote. Actually physically 
doing something like this was alien, almost 
embarrassing, for them - but the lesson was 
still leamt. 

When you’re running a business, word-of- 
mouth mmours can get out of hand and 
badly damage, even min, you. Send out the 
right message, in the right way, to internal 
and external stakeholders. And it’s even 
more important in an economic downturn. 

As a reporter I’ve had emails about what 
was going to happen in newspaper groups at 
the other end of the country - and when the 
announcements came I found the info I had 
received was only vaguely right.

A mmour once swept round the world - in 
minutes - in the 80s that “Reagan was dead” 
- panic in all the markets, Wall Street and 
our stock exchange went berserk. But it was 
another Regan, different spelling, in the US 
administration - not dear old Ronnie. 

It can be easy to hide, take a quick holiday 
perhaps, when there’s bad news to give out, 
even just to keep inside your office and hope 
the world’ll go away. But it 
doesn’t work. 

“Do not hide,” is the 
advice of Paul A 
Argenti, professor of 
v corporate communica- 

* tion at Tuck School of 

Business, Dartmouth 
College. “Not hearing 
from you will breed 
additional suspicion and 
mistmst among stakeholders.” 
Communicate often and early, he 
says, and talk to people directly - 
hearing information straight from 

the horse’s mouth gives reassurance and 
stops distortion - and people can question 
you directly, not second-hand. That alone can 
diffuse difficult situations. 

Also, he says, get inside the media’s head. 
Try seeing how the press might spin your 
message. 

A difficult one, that. A lot depends on the 
medium, and this is where some really spe¬ 
cialised knowledge is called for, usually from 
someone in PR who has had a lot of experi¬ 
ence as a journalist or broadcaster. 

What they should tell you is that trying to 
put a gloss on something that doesn’t need it 
will soon be swept aside, and the information 
will be seen for what it is. 

Very few people have succeeded in hood¬ 
winking the media over bad news - the only 
time I’ve ever seen it done was when Harold 
Wilson was prime minister in the 70s. 

Inflation was rocketing, shock horror. Mr 
Wilson, a very clever man, brought in the 
first index-linked savings certificates - they 
were called Granny Bonds because they 
were for retired people (but, of course, every¬ 
one gave money to their grannies to cash in 
on them). 

The media gave the thumbs-up because 
people now had the chance to make some 
money. Until some maverick City reporter on 
a tabloid stood up at a press conference and 
asked: “Isn’t this giving people a vested inter¬ 
est in rising inflation, when we should be 
doing everything we can to bring it down?” 

No guesses for who that was...

EVEN in the good times compa¬ 
nies close or are taken over. So, if 
the worst does happen, what do 
you need to do? 

Business Link has the following advice 
about the key points you will need to consider 
if you are thinking of selling or closing. 

Who you need to tell 

Your tax and any official records concerning 
your business will need to be up to date and 
complete when you sell your company 

You should also inform all your customers 
and suppliers so they have the chance to raise 
any outstanding payments, credits and liabili¬ 
ties, and you can account for them when you 
finalise your accounts and tax affairs. 

You will need to follow the necessary statu¬ 
tory procedures and form filling to resolve any 
outstanding tax, VAT and National Insurance 
matters with HM Revenue & Customs 
(HMRC). 

If you are selling a company and there will 
be changes to its secretary or directors, you 
must inform Companies House. 

If you employ more than 50 people you will 
also need to take account of the Information 
and Consultation of Employees (ICE) 
Regulations. 

Employees 

You have obligations to safeguard their 
rights, finalise their pay and deductions, and 
issue their P45 form. You may also be able to 
offer them help in coping with the challenges 
arising from losing their job. 


The position of an employee with regards to 
rights to redundancy pay, company pension 
payments, etc, will vary according to the cir¬ 
cumstances of the business closure (eg, insol¬ 
vency, voluntary liquidation), the business 
type (eg, partnership, limited company, sole 
trader) and the length of the employee’s 
employment to date. 


Tax and VAT when closing 

When you close your business, HM Revenue 
& Customs (HMRC) will need to assess how 
much your final tax bill should be. It is essen¬ 
tial to let HMRC know of any possible tax lia¬ 
bilities you have as soon as they are known, 
even if you are currently unable to pay the tax

PAPERWORK: Assets will need to be brought up to date for your final day of business 


you owe. If business assets are sold and the 
proceeds go to the individual owners of the 
business, or if shares in the company are sold, 
the individuals concerned may have to pay 
Capital Gains Tax. 

If you are VAT registered, you will need to 
inform HMRC. Once they are satisfied that 
your registration should be cancelled they will 


confirm the date and issue a final VAT return, 
on which you account for VAT on stock and 
certain assets on hand at the close of business 
on the day your registration is cancelled. 

Insolvency and bankruptcy 

Bankruptcy applies to individuals, and is 
one route you can take if you are a sole trader 


or partner in a partnership and have debts 
you cannot pay. 

It trees you from your debts, but your assets 
are divided among your creditors and restric¬ 
tions may be placed on your future business 
activities by a Bankruptcy Restrictions Order 
issued by a court if your conduct is considered 
to have been dishonest or blameworthy - this 
can last between two years and 15 years. 

A company may be forced to close by being 
taken to court by its creditors, lenders, share¬ 
holders, or by the Government or legal author¬ 
ities seeking to wind up the business. 

Alternatively, the owners or directors of the 
business may decide not to continue operating 
the business and apply to have the business 
wound up. 

The court may rule that the company is 
passed into the hands of the Official Receiver. 
The receiver runs the company in the best 
interests of creditors and shareholders until 
its liquidation - ie, the sale of the company's 
assets. Any money raised is used to pay off the 
company's debts. 

Tax and VAT when selling 

You will need to follow the necessary statu¬ 
tory procedures to resolve any outstanding 
tax, VAT and National Insurance matters with 
HM Revenue & Customs (HMRC). 

When you sell a business, you may have to 
pay Capital Gains Tax if you made a profit - 
referred to as a gain - from the sale of the 
assets. But, if you use the proceeds from the 
sale to buy another business, you might be 
able to defer the gain through business asset 
roll-over relief. 

If your company is registered for VAT, con¬ 
tact HMRC and complete form VAT 7 to can¬ 
cel your registration, or form VAT 68 to trans¬ 
fer your registration to the new owner.

Divorce 

split up 

NOT all problems faced by busi¬ 
nesspeople are just in the board- 
room and workshop. 

If you own a business and you’re going 
through a divorce you can take some comfort 
from a more realistic approach towards the 
valuation of your assets, says a Kent lawyer. 

Susi Gillespie, a solicitor specialising in 
divorce at law firm Furley Page, says the 
change of heart follows a recent High Court 
judgment where a wife’s claim following a 15- 
year marriage hinged on the estimated value 
of her husband’s restaurant business. 

The wife reckoned it was worth £5.3 million 
and the husband £1.7m. In summing up, the 
judge stressed that the valuation of a business 
was an art not a science and ultimately a mat¬ 
ter of opinion. He also pointed out that the 
business in question had been operating suc¬ 
cessfully at the same site for more than 30 
years, so it couldn’t be defined as solely matri¬ 
monial property. 

The judge refitted the wife’s unsubstantiated 
claim that the family had received benefits in 
kind from the business which were equivalent 
to £80,000 a year. 

Ms Gillespie said: “Detailed evidence from 
forensic accountants and an expensive dispute 
over the exact value of the business may be 
pointless if the business is the means by which 
the husband is going to earn his income and 
maintain the family in the future. 

“The case also shows that where a business 
was started before a marriage, the husband

Road tax weapon is blunted 
but drivers can save money 


By STEVE LOADER 


GOVERNMENT efforts to use 
road tax to beat drivers into giving 
up so-called gas guzzlers have met 
with mixed success. 

There can be no doubt that escalating tax or 
vehicle excise duty (VED) over the past couple 
of years has helped fuel downsizing, but there 
was outcry after the March, 2008, Budget at 
‘draconian’ rates to be applied to larger cars, 
especially with the recession looming. 


Consequently, Chancellor Alistair Darling 
backtracked last November and proposed 
amended charges from April 1, 2009, to soften 
the blow at the top end of the market, though 
the Government says VED will continue to be 
amended in future to maintain the downward 
force in vehicle sizes and emissions. 

They will also continue to be based on C02 
emissions rather than fuel consumption and 
apply only to cars registered after March 1, 
2001; inconsistent emissions data on older 
cars means these are taxed simply at 
£120/year if the engine is l,549cc or less and 
then £185 if it is above - something of a bar¬ 
gain for the owners of large older ‘gas guzzlers’ 


if they are content to bear higher fuel bills, opt 
for a £1,500-2,000 LPG (liquid petroleum gas) 
conversion or cover relatively few miles. 

The new rates are weighted even more in 
favour of the latest, cleanest and most miserly 
small cars. Models emitting lOOg/km of C02 
or less, like the new Ford Fiesta ECOnetic, for 
instance, qualify for Band A or zero rating. 

The payable steps are: Bands B and C (101- 
120g/km) - £35; Bands D and E (121-140g/km) 
- £120; Band F (141-150g/km) - £125; Band G 
(151- 160g/km) - £150; Bands H and I (161- 
180g/km) - £175; Bands J and K (181- 
225g/km) - £215; Band L (226-255g/km) - 
£405; Band M (255g/km plus) - £405.

Fuel for 
thought

THERE are signs that diesel - the 
wonderfuel of the past - could run 
out of puff as the race to cut emis¬ 
sions and save money gets tougher. 

Its original appeal was the cheapness of the 
fuel, greater mpg and the better low down 
pulling power of the engines and their ability 
to meet tighter emissions legislation. 

However, diesel now commands an increas¬ 
ing premium against petrol and there are 
doubts whether the engines can continue to 
meet ever tougher emission laws. 

Meanwhile, petrol has hit back with smaller, 
lighter and cleaner engines with turbocharg¬ 
ing for flexibility, while there are other options 
emerging to save money and the planet. 

Hybrid 

These partner conventional engines with 
electric units, but two powerplants and power 
supplies - fuel tank plus batteries - mean 
extra weight, while production complexity 
raises prices so buyers must cover many miles 
to balance this. Motorway mpg is hardly better 
than a standard car. High toxicity of the bat¬ 
teries is also a worry at the end of the car’s life. 

LPG 

Liquid petroleum gas seems an excellent 
alternative fuel due to lower duty and emis¬ 
sions and cheaper car tax. However, the 


calorific value and consequent mpg is slightly 
lower than petrol and it will cost at least 
£1,500 to convert an existing vehicle. 

There are more LPG filling points across the 
country than before though and LPG costs 
about half that of petrol and diesel at the 
pump and emits less C02 and with fewer NOx 
and particulates. 

Electric 

These should be cheap to run, but battery 
technology cannot yet guarantee ranges to sat¬ 


isfy. There is the worry too that emissions are 
simply transferred from an exhaust pipe to the 
chimney of a fossil fuel-burning power station. 

Biofuels 

Fuel derived partly from vegetable matter 
appeals since plants absorb C02 during 
growth and simply release it again when 
burned. Most road fuels in the UK will contain 
at least five per cent biofuel by next year, but 
there is concern that using arable land to grow

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Drive clever - save better 



SAVINGS: You can cut motoring bills through better driving and downsizing to a city car like the new Nissan Pixo or Skoda Fabia supermini

MAN and machine in harmony can 
slash pounds off your motoring bill. 

The key is to downsize and run a cheaper car 
and then save even more by smarter driving 
and journey planning. 

Avoid short journeys and get fitter by walk¬ 
ing or cycling; a cold engine wastes fuel and 
can produce 60 per cent more pollution than a 
warm one and short car journeys require extra 
servicing and wear the engine faster. 

If you must drive then follow these tips from 
the Institute of Advanced Motorists and RAC 
Foundation: 

• Plan your route to save strain on car and 
driver. Take the most direct route - a sat nav 
can help - and go off peak if possible. If you 
commute, think about car sharing, Park and 
Ride bus schemes or other public transport. 

• Have your vehicle serviced regularly. 
Neglected engines reduce fuel economy by 
ten per cent or more. Catalytic converters do 
clean emissions, but only when they are prop¬ 
erly maintained. 

• Check tyres - under-inflated tyres need 
replacing more often (itself an environmental 
problem), are dangerous and waste fuel. 
Check pressures weekly. 

• Obey speed limits to save money and stay 
legal. Feather the throttle as you reach cruis¬ 
ing speed; 56mph uses 25 per cent less fuel 
than 70mph and a smoother driving style 
saves fuel. 

• Accelerate briskly without racing the 
engine - pulling away too fast uses up to 60 
per cent more fuel. Intelligent gear changes 


at modest engine speeds can save up to 15 
per cent in fuel. 

• Reduce drag - remove roof racks and 
carriers when not in use. Open windows 
cause drag and lower fuel economy. Remove 
unnecessary and heavy boot luggage and 
accessories and wide tyres that add rolling 
resistance. Air conditioning costs fuel too so 


try to use the fan and vents unassisted. 

• Buy green fuel and use less. Look for low 
sulphur diesel (City diesel) or cleaner petrol 
(low sulphur/aromatics). Consider a conver¬ 
sion to LPG (liquid petroleum gas) - half the 
price of petrol and cleaner. 

• Think ahead - there is no point rushing 
and then having to brake suddenly. 


• Be a tank miser. Why fill the tank right to 
the brim and slow down your car by carrying 
more weight than is necessary? 

• Turn off the engine after two minutes to 
save fuel and emissions if stuck in a jam.

REACTION to the Government’s 
£2,000 incentive towards scrap¬ 
ping an older car in return for a 
new one was lukewarm from trade 
and customers alike. 

Carmakers and dealers could also be forgiv¬ 
en for biting their lips on learning that they 
must contribute half the Government’s two 
grand giveaway. 

Nevertheless, most of the trade has not only 
embraced the deal, but put extra incentives on 
the table, such as even more cash, extra speci¬ 
fication and zero per cent finance - though 
this is no longer a big deal when interest rates 
are so low 

On the other hand, consumers with savings 
will know they are receiving precious little 
return and it is tempting to seek a psychologi¬ 
cal boost from buying a new motor that should 
be cheaper to fuel and tax. 

Canny buyers will also know they should get 
a shed-load of discount at the moment, 
whether or not they currently drive a "banger’ 
ten years old or more and qualify for the scrap- 
page grant. 

Of course, anyone who has a scrapper to 
cash in has a further bargaining chip not to be 
tossed lightly into the deal. 

Britain’s market leader Ford says buyers 
can expect up to £5,000 off some of its cars, 
including the scrappage allowance. 

Look at the extremes of the market to make 
the best use of the scheme though. A £2,000 
grant buys a lot of any small car like the 
Hyundai ilO - Germany’s scrappage scheme 


has boosted ilO sales by 662 per cent - and you 
could not expect usually to get a few hundred 
quid off when profit margins on small cars 
match their size. However, a £2,000 handout 
makes it more affordable to someone on a tight 
budget and it will be cheaper to fuel and tax 
and better for the environment. 

At the other end of the scale, what about 
that Beemer you always wanted? Check out a 
BMW 116d (from £17,605). You would normal¬ 
ly struggle to get money off - certainly not 
£2,000 - and you start saving even more with 
an average of 60mpg. 

Anyone buying a new car is still taking a big 
step though unless they aim to save longer 
term though lower fuel bills and road tax. 

The Government is using escalating road 


tax or VED (vehicle excise duty) to drive peo¬ 
ple into smaller and cleaner cars and a new 
scale of zero to £405/year came into force on 
April 1 (see previous page) and is set to 
become tougher. 

By 2010, gas guzzling limos or 4x4s may face 
£950 road tax in the first year, although any¬ 
one spending £50-100,000 on a car is unlikely 
to be put off by such a paltry sum. As a result, 
some manufacturers have produced models 
exempt from VED, by sneaking below the 
lOOg/km C02 emissions mark into band-A. 

Most manufacturers also now have an ‘Eco’ 
sub-branding for their lowest emission models 
- Vauxhall uses the ecoFLEX sub-branding. 

Brilliant as they are, ‘eco’ models often cost 
more since they have diesel engines and spe-

cial ‘green’ features that do not yet deliver the 
economy of scale savings available to makers 
across the whole model range. 

What is more, saving road tax is not such a 
great incentive when many conventional 
superminis sit in the lowest road tax band of 
£35 a year anyway; over three years with an 


eco model, saving £105 is irrelevant if you 
spend more on buying that car and are then 
putting expensive diesel in the tank. 

So, check out conventional equivalents of eco 
models and don’t dismiss petrol power; that fuel 
is still cheaper and makes sense for low mileage 
users, while emission and consumption levels 


are closing the gap on the diesel equivalents. 

Finally, look again at what you have to part- 
exchange; you might have lost a packet in 
depreciation on that big 4x4, but work out 
what it will cost you to run it for the next three 
years - it might be a lot less than the cost of 
chopping it for a new car.

Standards on the slide 

I disagree with the proposal for an academy 
in Sevenoaks. I am concerned about co-edu¬ 
cation on the basis of my experience since 
the mid-1960s of being in a mixed-sex envi¬ 
ronment in the workplace, and this leads me 
to think that mixed-sex education will lead 
to lower standards. My experience has been 
that mixed-sex colleagues show a lower level 
of ability than was the case in the all-male 
environment of my schooldays at the Judd 
School, Tonbridge. 

I am not sure whether this discrepancy 
results from Judd having been (in those 
days) all-male, or simply from having been 
single-sex. I have traditionally been of the 
opinion that the former was the case, but I 
am prepared to accept otherwise. Either 
way, there is a discrepancy and I cannot 
believe co-education is a good idea. 

Secondly, I object to the way a non-selec- 
tive education is being touted as a viable 
alternative to a grammar education. People 
with a non-selective education are often 
woefully inadequate in their grasp of 
English grammar, syntax and construction. 

This is true both of older people who left 
school at 14 and of younger people (even if 
they are graduates) from a comprehensive 
background. 

Worse still, there is something in the ethos 
of non-selective schools that dictates that, 
when people from that background domi¬ 
nate the management structure of a work¬ 
place, then the culture discriminates against 
employees who have not come from a simi¬ 
lar background. I fear there will be problems 
in future when former pupils of the acade¬ 
my reach management positions. 

In similar vein it will be noted that, 
where certain industries and occupations 
seem particularly prone to strikes and 
industrial action, these are invariably those 
that traditionally recruit from non-selective 
schools. It appears trade union militancy is 
in some way the product of something in the 
ethos of non-selective schools. 

A related point is the way in which some 
employers put an overemphasis on vocation¬ 
al, rather than academic, qualifications. My 
experience working for BT was that people 
in engineering grades were given much bet¬ 
ter promotion prospects, while there was 
discrimination against staff in other grades 
(although that was in part a consequence of 
a management structure made up almost 
entirely of people who had left school at 14). 
Ideally, there should be a national system, 
run by universities, for checking the relative 
worth of different types of examinations. 

But my fear in the context of the academy is 
that people wanting to take vocational qual¬ 
ifications would be given superior facilities 
to those wanting academic qualifications. 

That sits uneasily with the stated aim of 
the academy in intending to specialise in 
language work, because this sort of overem¬ 
phasis on the vocational will produce incom¬ 
petence in English language skills. 

Then there is bullying issue. Quite simply, 
people who go to the academy, but who oth¬ 
erwise would have gone to grammar schools, 
will be bullied by their less academic con¬ 
temporaries. I believe the proposed academy 
is ill-conceived and hope that, even at this 
late stage, the plans will be reconsidered 
and, hopefully, scrapped.

Disabled have rights 

The animal rights lobby (Letters, last week) 
claims to be helping animals, but they forget 
one important group - the people with 
health problems and disabilities who benefit 
directly from animal-based research. 

Until recently I had a serious spinal condi¬ 
tion, which left me in massive pain and 
hardly able to work. Thanks to animal- 
based research I had an operation where 
bone was taken out of my pelvis and placed 
into my spine to reinforce it. The pain has 
now gone, I can work full-time, and have a 
social life. The research underpinning this 
operation could only have been done on ani¬ 
mals. Test tubes, tissue samples and com¬ 


puters won’t let you work out how bones 
fuse together. While some testing is done on 
humans, it is based on a firm foundation of 
results from animal tests. 

The animal rights lobby tell us that we 
should treat animals in the same way as 
humans. But if we do that, we’re condemn¬ 
ing people with health problems and disabil¬ 
ities to pain, to isolation, to unemployment, 
and to massively reduced quality of life. 

I want to see the best possible conditions 
for animals, and will be happy when we 
have alternatives that work. But until that 
day, we need to keep animal research legal. 

After all, a disabled human is worth as 
much as an able-bodied one.

Of mice and men 

It is a pity Mr Collins (Letters, last week) 
has so selectively picked his facts. Animal 
research may not have produced a cure for 
Aids, but it has brought about treatments 
that has turned Aids into a manageable dis¬ 
ease, rather than the death sentence it 
offered 30 years ago. 

Furthermore, of the “many scientific, 
viable alternatives”, Mr Collins cannot 
name a single one. 

The fact is these “alternatives” are in fact 
complementary methods such as computer 
models, cell cultures and micro-dosing, 
which are used alongside, rather than 
instead of, animal experiments. 

As far as doctors go, I am surprised that 
100 per cent of GPs do not think that 
results from any experimental tool, whether 
it is a test tube, a mouse or a human clinical 
trial, “can” be misleading. - that is not to 
say that they believe they usually are. 

In a recent survey of GPs, 96 per cent 
agreed animal research has played a crucial 
part in the medical progress, and 88 per 
cent agreed new medicines should be tested 
on animals before undergoing human trials. 

Finally there have been five independent 
inquiries into animal research in the last 10 
years. Although I support lifesaving animal 
research, I object not to Mr Collins’ beliefs, 
but to animal rights campaigners’ tactic of 
misrepresenting science and research in the 
UK to suit their ethical beliefs.

IF YOU were a motoring Rip Van 
Winkle waking after some 40 years 
to news of VW’s latest Scirocco 
Coupe model, you might want to 
nod off again. 

For a ‘performance diesel coupe’ launched at 
the time of the original 1970s Scirocco would 
have prompted laughter, shock and anger. 

However, as VW sister brand Audi has proved 
with multiple Le Mans winning racers, diesel 
cars are no longer dirty, smelly and sluggish. 

And there will be many would-be Scirocco 
buyers and company car user choosers who 
have been waiting for just this option. 

The new £21,755 Scirocco GT 170PS 
(168bhp) 2.0-litre TDI diesel flagship - now 
available to order - delivers plenty of low-down 
acceleration to take it to 62mph in 8.1 seconds 
and can also average more than 50mpg. 

The turbocharged 200PS (197bhp) 2.0-litre 
petrol flagship is only a second faster on the 
sprint and struggles to average 40mpg. 

Our still sleepy onlooker would also be hor¬ 
rified to learn that this ‘oil burner’ can also be 
specified with an automatic gearbox; the car 
comes with a six-speed manual shift as stan- 
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dard or optional six-speed DSG ‘box (£1,305), 
which truly can be driven as a manual or left 
in self-shifting mode depending on mood and 
road conditions. 

While Rip’s jaw is on the floor, he must also 
accept the DSG’s clever double-clutch format 
means that this version accelerates as fast as 
the manual, is just as economical and emits 
only slightly more C02 - 147g/km against the 
manual’s 139. The GT trim level includes six- 
CD autochanger and dual-zone air con and, as 
on all Sciroccos, VW’s Adaptive Chassis Control 
(ACC) allowing a choice of normal, comfort or 
sport modes for suspension and steering. 

But the latest Scirocco is not the only per¬ 
formance newcomer due from the VW stable - 
a GTI (above) based on the sixth generation 


Golf arrives on Friday (from £22,410). 

Like the outgoing GTI, it has a turbocharged 
l,984cc engine, but transformed by revised 
pistons and rings, oil pump, induction system 
and high-pressure fuel pump. 

As a result, the old car’s 200PS (197bhp) out¬ 
put has been boosted to 210, delivering a 
sprint to 62mph in 6.9 seconds against the 7.2 
of its predecessor. 

Despite this, the new car is greener with 
C02 emissions falling from 189g/km to 
170g/km (DSG: 173 g/km) and average econo¬ 
my rising nearly 4mpg to around 39mpg. 

The car is available as a three or five-door 
with a six-speed manual or, for a £1,300 premi¬ 
um, the slick DSG gearbox mentioned earlier 
for the Scirocco. 

Prodigious power through the front wheels 
is managed by a new XDS system, devised to 
produce less wheelspin and greater control 
and precision on demanding roads. 

It is complemented by GTI springs and 
dampers and lowered ride height - 22mm at 
the front and 15mm at the rear. 

Keen drivers can also specify VW’s adaptive 
chassis control system (ACC), featuring pneu¬ 
matically controlled damper units.

Toyota now has 
even smarter IQ 


TOYOTA has popped a 
clever new engine into the 
IQ city car launched earlier 
this year. 

The new 1.33-litre petrol 
unit with Toyota’s Stop & 
Start system has been seen 
in the revamped Yaris super¬ 
mini range, but now creates 
a new IQ3 flagship for the 
Japanese brand’s smallest 
model. 

Prices will be confirmed 
nearer the July launch, but 
the new version will still be 
capable of averaging nearly 
60mpg - the existing 1.0- 
litre IQ averages nearly 
66mpg - thanks to the Stop 
& Start system. 


Toyota reckons this cuts fuel 
use by up to three cent by 
automatically stopping the 
engine when the car is station¬ 
ary at the lights, for instance, 
and then restarting it. 

However, the extra power 
and acceleration of the big¬ 
ger engine does mean that 
emissions are higher and 
the IQ3 will incur £35/year 
road tax - the smaller engine 
is tax free. 

Nevertheless, with the 3+1 
seating layout of the range, 
this engine brings a ‘bigger 
car’ option that puts further 
pressure on the IQ’s most 
obvious rival - the two-seat 
only Smart car. 


Saab pursues rugged 4x4 set 

SAAB seems to hope that cooling demand for 
overt 4x4 vehicles has re-kindled interest in the 
rugged all-wheel drive estate option currently 
offered by just a handful of brands. 

And its new 9-3X model, on sale now, is also 
priced aggressively from £24,995 for the 1.9-litre 
diesel version featuring Saab’s new Cross Wheel 
Drive system (XWD). 

Standard equipment levels look generous too, 
including part-leather sport seats, heated front 
seats, cruise control, nine-speaker sounds with 
MP3 compatibility, dual-zone climate control, 
matt chrome roof rails and 17-inch alloys. 

Its most obvious rival is the new A4 Allroad 
estate from Audi, which it out-specs and under¬ 
cuts by around £5,000. 

Swedish rival Volvo’s XC70 is barely cheaper 
than the A4, so the biggest threat would appear to 
be Subaru’s bigger Legacy Outback (from £22,500) 
and the Skoda Octavia Scout (from £18,750). 



Clio carries on after makeover 


SOME three years since launch, 
the Renault Clio supermini has 
had a dramatic midlife makeover. 

It now looks more like its slinky 
big sister, the recently launched 
all-new Megane, having gained 
a huge grille below number plate 
level. 

It is in showrooms already, 
priced from £9,995 for the three- 
door only Extreme model. 


There are also two new Clios, 
the £11,905 TomTom Edition - 
featuring a cut-price TomTom- 
derived sat nav system - and a 
‘warm hatch’ GT (from £13,495). 

But Renault has ensured that 
petrolheads need not wait for a 
revised ultimate performance 
Clio - two Clio RenaultSport 200 
versions are also available from 
£15,750.

STEVELOADER 


AS THE recession has cut deeper 
into the British motor market, 
stronger brands are showing their 
resilience. 

And the UK’s Nol player, Ford is maintain¬ 
ing its leadership through a mixture of mar¬ 
ket clout, good judgement and luck. 

The company has benefited in recent years 
from having a large dealership network and 
having previously gone through the pain of 
closing inefficient heavily unionised car plants 
- all Ford cars are produced abroad now. 

And while its US parent is struggling, it is a 
long way from being the financial liability 
that is General Motors - a factor undermin¬ 
ing Ford of Britain’s GM arch-rival, Vauxhall. 

The British and European arm of Ford also 
deserves credit for responding sensibly to the 


‘green wind of change’: as the global warming 
message finally struck home with consumers, 
it has catered for demand with more econom¬ 
ical/lower emission ECOnetic versions of 
best-sellers like the Mondeo and Britain’s 
perennial favourite, the Focus. 

Environmental website Clean Green Cars 
said this week that the brand’s low C02 emis¬ 
sions are leading the industry. 


But Ford has also been fortunate that the 
recession, recent fuel price crisis and global 
warming reality have struck just as it 
launched all-new versions of its two smallest 
and most economical models, the Fiesta 
supermini and Ka city car. 

The Ka - a spin-off from the Fiat 500 - 
is unlikely to become the icon its prede¬ 
cessor was, yet it is an attractive economy 

ing the most of the car’s rear-driven layout, 
while obscuring the emasculated but big-sell¬ 
ing ‘cooking’ versions. 

There was a three-litre powerhouse early on 
and scorching RS2600 and RS3100 versions, 
while TV appearances in cult shows like Minder 
and The Professionals helped fuel appeal. 

Perhaps the ultimate model in terms of 
power and status was the 160bhp Capri 2.8 
injection and its final and much sought-after 
incarnation, the limited edition Capri 280. 
Also known as the Brooklands Capri, the 280 
was the last version off the production line in 
December, 1986.

The Fiesta 
though, is Britain’s best seller so far this year 
and has just picked up What Diesel? 
Magazine’s ‘Car of the Year’ title. 

It is a truly impressive package for people 
looking to downsize and save money. It drives 
and feels like a car from the class above and 
the ECOnetic is so lean and mean that it 
escapes road tax - as the market leader from 
another arena says ‘every little helps’. 

No wonder then that Ford has used a 
weakened market to tighten its grip; Ford’s 
share of April registrations increased by 3.9 
percentage points against April, 2008, and it 
maintained its leadership with an 18.4 per 
cent slice. 

We need to temper this with the inevitable 
use of pre-registrations at dealerships to 
massage figures. But Ford dealers are selling 
used and ‘nearly new’ motors in big numbers 
too, so the blue oval brand is moving the 
metal whichever way you look at it, helped 
also by not being too exposed in the perform¬ 
ance and 4x4 sectors that have been trashed 
by the recession.

Life goes on for Capri at 40 


FORTY years of the Ford Capri coupe are 
being celebrated up and down the country 
this summer. 

It was conceived as a British and 
European ‘coupe for the people’ and 
inspired by the American Ford Mustang, the 
most successful of a new breed of long- 
nosed short-tailed ‘pony cars’ that had 
stormed the US market. 

Ford launched the Capri here in January 
1969 and marketed it to the style-conscious 


as “the car you always promised yourself”. 

Detractors derided it as a ‘Cortina in drag’ 
and poked fun at styling that usually masked a 
weedy engine, including a 1.3-litre unit, but 
three generations of Capri racked up sales of 
nearly two million over 18 years and confirmed 
icon status, though production ended in 1986. 

Success was partly due to Ford honing 
marketing skills that have kept it to the fore in 
the UK particularly; the Capri line-up always 
included halo-inducing muscle models mak-

Vauxhall Zafira 


RENAULT must rue the day it let 
rivals like this week’s test car steal 
the midi-MPV market sector it cre¬ 
ated in 1996 with the Scenic. 

That car inspired many imitators, but 
Vauxhall floored everyone with its ‘seven-seats 
as standard’ Zafira in 1999. 

Renault has been playing catch-up ever since, 
but even the arrival of the latest seven-seat 
Grand Scenic this week may prove to be lost 
cause. 

For the Zafira, into its second generation 
since 2005, is the complete all-rounder even if 
the clever fold flat Flex-7 system has been 
copied and perhaps improved upon by others. 

With the five rear seats down, it makes a 
pretty good van, but these can be quickly 
popped up in various permutations to suit pas¬ 
senger numbers and luggage. 

This versatility could be as much a weakness 
as a virtue though, if the Zafira’s high and capa¬ 
cious body did not sit on a decent chassis adapt¬ 
ed from the Astra.

It is probably not economically viable yet to 
design an MPV that does as much in the han¬ 
dling and ride department as it does in the pas¬ 
senger and load-canying. 

I can think of one or two that comer tightly 
but also clatter and crash even on a decent 
road, while there are many that offer a good 
side view of the road or the sky.. .depending on 


which way you are cornering. 

But the Zafira is a good jack-of-all trades, 
unless you opt for the responsive VXR perform¬ 
ance flagship, though I’m not convinced about 
the Tiot family bus’ format. 

The presence of the turbocharged 237bhp 
2.0-litre petrol VXR - 0-60mph in 7.6 seconds - 
does at least highlight the spread of engines 


the Vauxhall offers. At the other extreme from 
the nutter’s special though, there is a woefully 
inadequate 104bhp 1.6-litre petrol model 
reviewed previously that reminded me of a 
scene from Blackadder Goes Forth. 

Faced with a life-size model of Field Marshal 
Haig’s latest bloody and pointless advance 
across The Somme, our hero remarks that it

equates to the distance expected of an asth¬ 
matic ant carrying heavy shopping. 

The enemy would know you were on the 
attack too in the junior Zafira - it ain’t quiet - 
while the 0-60mph is quoted optimistically at 
13.3 seconds; fill all seven seats and add lug¬ 
gage though and Blackadder’s asthmatic ant 
could leave you in its slipstream. 

And while the 1.6 averages nearly 40mpg offi¬ 
cially, this must plummet as you stir the gear¬ 
box and pump the throttle to pursue that ant. 

The 138bhp 1.8-litre petrol is better and, 
on paper, only slightly worse on fuel and 
there are further petrol options, but the 
diesels are the best bet and the 1.9-litre 
CDTi pair particularly. 

These are available in 120 or 150PS output, 
with the latter (148bhp) being fitted to the high 
spec Design model tested here. 

This has loads of low down punch and hits 
60mph in 9.7 seconds; when paired with the 


Zafira’s respectable chassis you quickly forget 
you are driving an MPV. 

The same power is handy when the Zafira is 
asked to deliver its ultimate purpose, carrying 
seven people without fussing and panting, yet 
it should also deliver an average consumption 
of around 45mpg. 

And where the original Zafira was dull 
inside and out, the current model has a practi¬ 
cal yet distinctive shape and the same 


Teutonic interior look that has transformed 
recent Vauxhalls. 

The layout and switches are not only logical 
and well arranged, but also high quality. To 
accentuate space in the front, the slick 
gearshift is mounted higher and close to the 
dashboard, while the ‘cobra’ handbrake lever 
also saves room. 

No, the Zafira is not going to give up its midi- 
MPV crown easily.

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Bike dealers count blessings 
while car sites feel more pain 


STEVELOADER 


MOTORCYCLE registrations are 
just 6.5 per cent down on April, 
2008, according to figures issued 
by the Motor Cycle Industry 
Association. 

And while the overall powered two-wheeler 
(PTW) market - including mopeds and scoot¬ 
ers - is 12.4 per cent down on the same month 
last year, the MCIA is quick to stress that this 
was better than the car market’s 24 per cent 
stumble in April. 

Loss of volume in the scooter/moped sector - 
the source of new recruits to two-wheeled trav¬ 
el - is also tempered by higher registrations at 
the 651-l,000cc enthusiast end of the market. 

Naked (unfaired) and custom bike styles 
were up 32.4 and 2.6 per cent respectively, 
with the Honda CBF 125 M and Harley- 
Davidson Dyna Fat Bob the top sellers in 
these categories. 

The biggest selling manufacturer in April 
was Yamaha, followed by Honda and Suzuki. 

“The market is demonstrating its resilience 
in the face of continued economic uncertainty,” 
said Sheila Rainger of the MCIA. 

“The continued popularity of the naked 
motorcycle, and the dominance within that 
category of a learner-legal practical machine, 


suggests people are looking for multi-purpose 
bikes that combine fun with utility, and can 
take the place of a second household car. 

“The double whammy of a two pence rise in 
fuel duty in September, coupled with the 
reintroduction of the fuel duty escalator from 
next spring, will make PTW use even more 
attractive as an economic alternative to a 
wallet-draining commute by four wheels or 


by public transport. There has probably 
never been a stronger reason to switch to 
two wheels.” 

A major factor likely to influence the market 
for the rest of the year is the introduction of 
the new motorcycle test, run for the first time 
at the end of April. 

The new test is part of a package of changes 
that will make it more complex to gain a PTW 


licence. The Motorcycle Industry’s Training 
Association (MCITA) website is currently 
hosting a video - http://www.mcita.co.uk/ 
public/newtest.aspx?OBJ_ID=1037817 - which 
explains the new test in more detail. 

The MCIA is also repeating its annual 
National Motorcycle Week to highlight the 
benefits of motorcycling - it is from July 12-18 
this year, with Ride to Work Day on July 15.

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Green shoots to nurture

LITTLE, tiny, miniscule green 
shoots at last! Business confidence 
is starting to come back - and that 
is a main force for kick-starting the 
economic engine out of recession. 

The latest Business Outlook Survey by 
KPMG, whose Gatwick office covers Kent, 
which checks out 2,500 service sector firms 
across the EU, showed a marked improvement 
in business confidence in the UK after the 
record lows at the end of 2008. 

The news came in a week when leading cen¬ 
tral bankers signaled that they thought the 
world economy had bottomed out with some 
national economies already looking towards 
renewed growth. 

The survey showed that despite remaining 
historically weak, expectations for activity, 
revenues and new orders were all much high¬ 
er than six months ago. 

Although business sentiment improved in 
April, profitability growth is forecast to be only 
modest, in line with subdued pricing power in 
the sector and further cost increases. 

Confidence 

Reflecting understandable caution given the 
difficulty in assessing the economic outlook, 
12-month forecasts for employment and 
investment remain negative. 

About 44 per cent of the survey panel sig¬ 
nalled expectations that business activity will be 
higher than present levels in 12 months’ time. 

When this was reflected in data, it showed 
the highest level for a year-and-a-half and a 
considerable improvement on the series low 
registered last October. 

Moreover, the latest reading was the second 
highest in the EU - only Italy had a higher net 
balance in April. 

Supporting the improvement in confidence 
with regards to activity was a similar rise in 
expectations for incoming new business. 

Respondents are expecting sales levels to be 
higher in a year’s time, reflecting hopes that 


THE number of businesses going bust 
in the South East slowed down during 
the first three months of this year com¬ 
pared with the previous quarter. 

Leading business information 
provider Equifax, in its latest Business 
Failures Report for the first quarter of 
this year, showed the South East saw 
only a 6.5 per cent increase in busi¬ 
nesses failing, compared with the last 
three months of 2008. 

Compared with the first three 
months of 2008, the increase was 47.5 
per cent, beaten only by the North East 
and Wales. 

Nationally, the year-on-year increase 
was 35 per cent, while compared with 
the previous three months there was 
an increase of just 3.3 per cent. 

“It is hardly surprising that year on 
year the level of failures has increased 
so significantly,” said external affairs 
director Neil Munroe. “At the begin¬ 
ning of last year we were only just 
starting to see the impact of the credit 
crunch and certainly the word ‘reces¬ 
sion’ had not yet been uttered. 

“But obviously things have been very 
different at the start of this year, with 
consumer confidence struggling to lift. 
However, what we do seem to be seeing 
is a slowdown in what was a runaway 
train of failures at the end of last year. 

“It would be immensely dangerous to 
take too much from just one quarter’s 


low interest rates, weak sterling and an 
improvement in the property market will all 
support economic recovery. 

Forecasts for revenues are also higher than 
six months ago, albeit to lesser extents than for 
activity and sales. Profitability growth is fore¬ 
cast to remain relatively subdued, however, 
with relatively few expecting an improvement 
in their profits position in the next 12 months. 

Although trends in activity, revenues and 
profitability are all forecast to improve, many 
companies continue to adopt a cautious atti¬ 
tude to investment and employment, especial-

performance, but it is a useful bench¬ 
mark to watch in the coming months. 

“But the bottom line is that our latest 
figures reinforce the fact that the vari¬ 
ety of Government and private sector 
initiatives still have a long way to go. 

“Indeed, there is a risk that as we 
head into the new tax year we might 
even see the numbers creep up again 
as some businesses find it impossible to 
stay ahead of their creditors - includ¬ 
ing the tax man. 


ly given the severity of the downturn since the 
second half of 2008. 

Capital investment in services is expected to 
decline overall in the next 12 months, albeit to 
a lesser extent than was forecast six months 
ago. For employment, around 21 per cent of 
respondents expect to reduce staffing numbers 
in the coming year, compared with 20 per cent 
that forecast growth. 

Mike Stevens, partner and head of business 
services at KPMG, said: “April’s survey indi¬ 
cated marked improvements in confidence for 
a number of key indicators, providing further 


“It is clear more action is needed from 
Government and the banks to inject 
funds into the economy as a whole, 
both to encourage consumers and help 
businesses with cash-flow support.” 

Not surprisingly, the construction 
sector continued to report the greatest 
level of increase, year on year, in fail¬ 
ures, with 65.2 per cent more business¬ 
es folding in the first quarter com¬ 
pared with the same period last year. 

But when compared with the last 
quarter in 2008, it appears the down¬ 
turn for the building industries may be 
reaching the bottom with just a 15.3 
per cent increase. 

Increases 

The manufacturing and retail sectors 
also saw quite significant year-on-year 
increases in failures at 44.4 per cent 
and 44.8 per cent respectively. But for 
both sectors the trend wasn’t quite so 
severe when compared with the last 
three months in 2008 with increases of 
just 13.7 per cent and 13.6 per cent 
respectively. 

The services sector seems to be per¬ 
forming the best, both in terms of year- 
on-year comparisons and compared 
with the last quarter of 2008. 

Business failures year on year 
increased by 15.7 per cent, but there 
was a 9.4 per cent drop in comparison 
with the previous quarter. 


hope that the worst of the recession in the key 
UK service sector is now behind us. 

“Much as we hesitate to talk of green shoots 
when employment expectations and other con¬ 
tributors to consumer confidence remain poor, 
confidence in the UK service sector is stronger 
than in the Eurozone as a whole. 

“The bad news is that UK service companies 
do expect a further decline in employment and 
capital spending. The good news, however, is 
that they are expecting an increase in busi¬ 
ness activity, new business opportunities and 
profits.”

Now SWOT 
up on your 
sales team 


SALES training is not an exact sci¬ 
ence and should be structured for 
each individual business or organi¬ 
sation, writes Tony Patey. 

A firm exists on being able to sell products or 
services to customers - once the customers 
know of their existence, which is where the 
whole area of marketing is involved. 

However, knowing how, when and who will 
do the selling is the key point. Many new busi¬ 
ness owners do the job themselves, but it soon 
becomes apparent they need experienced staff 

The cost-effectiveness of bringing in new 
sales staff - or, in a downturn, getting rid of 
them - is a headache, because no-one knows 
what the future holds. Take the wrong deci¬ 
sion, which may seem right at the time, and 
your business suffers. 

If a business already has a sales team, it’s 
important to know how to motivate them and 
measure their performance. Initial motivation 
may be done in-house or through an outside 
training provider. 

Whichever way, new salespeople will need to 
get to know your business; its products, its 
employees and its customers. So, this means 
an induction process. Again, whoever provides 
it will cover: 

• Where you are in your industry - basic to 
detailed knowledge of your business sector, 


your position in it, who your competitors and 
rivals are, and where they’re positioned. 

• Complete familiarity with your products, 
especially their USPs - their unique selling 
points - and their branding, and what your 
rivals offer. 


• Who your customers are - and who you’d 
like to target in future. You should have 
detailed lists or databases of customers with 
their needs. 

• Where you want to be in the future - your 
aims, objectives and strategies. At this stage 


you might do some market mapping, detailing 
your future directions, and, perhaps, also do a 
SWOT - a survey of strengths, weaknesses, 
opportunities and threats. 

Okay, so the sales team is out on the road, 
and pumping. How do you measure their 
performance? 

One method is to look at conversion rates. 
How many sales they’ve closed compared with 
number of visits, contacts and phone calls, 
especially for each individual customer, so you 
can assess which salespeople are performing 
most effectively and efficiently. 

Realistic targets should be set and if they are 
consistently missed,they should be reassessed, 
or individual salespeople taken aside. 

Has the salesperson got a personal problem? 
Is his or her territory too big, or does it have 
specific problems? 

Is there a problem with the product (in 
which case feedback really should have 
already been given)? Or is there a problem 
with the market in general? 

How can you find out if your salespeople are 
making the right impression? Diplomatic con¬ 
tact with customers, perhaps on the excuse of 
letting them know about a new product, or 
even going out with the sales team might help. 

The key thing is to let the sales team know 
everyone is being involved in the exercise and 
individuals are not being singled out. 


How the tough get going 


IN A recession the going gets tough - and 
the tough get going. 

Selling and cashflow go right to the top 
of agendas for bosses who want to stay 
afloat. But sales teams need to be effec¬ 
tively organised - and trained - if they’re 
going to reap full rewards and contribute 
directly to the bottom line. 

Firms which sell direct to the public 
quite often have structured in-house sales 
training schemes. Salespeople need to 
know the product inside out, and they also 
have to know how to apply psychology. 

For example, double-glazing salespeople 
not only need to know the finer details of 
the product specification, they also have 
to be able to work out what a customers 
needs and can afford and then seal the 
deal. A good salesperson can sell almost 
anything because he or she sets up a sale 
situation so they listen to what a cus¬ 
tomer is seeking and then they tailor how 
they present their products so they meet 
those needs. 

It’s different in a business-to-business 
sale, because the salesperson needs to 
have a very high level of specialist knowl¬ 
edge, a general business background and 
quite often a deeper insight into customer 
needs. Selling needs to be seen as part of 


the overall marketing aims, objectives 
and strategies of each firm - very much as 
PR should also be an integral part of the 
marketing function. 

However, research by the Confederation 
of British Industry (CBI) and Nord Anglia 
has shown that 51 per cent of companies 
want to target their training more effec¬ 
tively to get a maximum return on 
resources. 

CBI director general Richard Lambert - 
a one-time editor of the Financial Times - 
said: “During turbulent times, it would be 
understandable if firms have to reduce 
their training budgets but this survey 
shows they are most concerned with get¬ 
ting more value from their training.” 

Like many other experts, he stresses 
that better training for staff now will 
place firms in a more competitive position 
when the upturn comes, as it will. 

The Department for Business, 
Enterprise and Regulatory Reform is 
merging its Train to Gain and Business 
Link services, to more efficiently provide 
sales managers and their companies with 
free advice and support. Lord Young, the 
skills and apprenticeships minister, said 
the new service will “facilitate quick and 
easy access to help”.

SUMMER might spell big business 
for Kent’s Costa del Saxon Coast or 
the Isle of Thanet as millions of 
Brits who would have gone abroad 
are voting for ‘staycations’ and 
'nanobreaks’ for their holidays. 

With the credit squeeze tightening budgets, 
regular stay-at-homers will be joined by one- 
in-five holidaymakers who went abroad last 
year. And with the weak pound offering great 
value to overseas tourists, that’s good news for 
the county. 

Tourism already accounts for £2.5 billion a 
year in Kent and employs more than 50,600 
people, and every indication is that will boom 
even more this year with weather forecasters 
saying that we’ll have a ‘barbeque summer’ 
with above-average temperatures. 

“Every cloud has a silver lining and the cur¬ 
rent economic climate, the exchange rate and 
the Met Office predictions of a long, hot sum¬ 
mer are bringing a welcome boost to our 
tourism, leisure and hospitality businesses,” 
said Fran Warrington, head of Visit Kent at 
Kent County Council. 

Although it is early in the season, the most 
recent research from Visit Kent reveals that 
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self-catering accommodation is already report¬ 
ing a significant upturn with a 19 per cent 
increase in overseas visitors in March com¬ 
pared with the same period last year. 

And occupancy rates 
in the self-catering sec¬ 
tor are up overall by 
nine percent on 2008. 

In fact, the current 
strength of the euro is 

leading some near 
Continental visitors 
to book early not 
only for this sum¬ 
mer, but also for hol¬ 
idays in 2010. 

Meanwhile, three- 
fifths of the county’s 
visitor attractions 
featured in the Visit 
Kent business 
barometer are confi¬ 
dent that business 
will continue to 
improve over the 
next three months. Their confidence was 
boosted by a six per cent increase in visitor 
numbers in March compared with the same 
period last year, when figures also included 
the Easter break. General expectations are 
that the increase in the April figures, com¬ 


pared with 2008, will be even higher. Sandra 
Matthews-Marsh, chief executive, said: “All the 
indications are pointing in the right direction 
for a really good summer and we are working 
hard to position our 
county as a first- 
choice destination for 
all those UK resi¬ 
dents deciding to holi¬ 
day closer to home, 
either for their main 
break or for a second 
holiday. 

“We have been 
working with our 
leading attractions to 
ensure they now meet 
and exceed the recog¬ 
nised high quality 
standards demanded 
by increasingly dis¬ 
cerning visitors. 

“And our continuing 
research has helped 
businesses develop 
new experiences and 
services to meet the expectations of a wide 
range of visitors, whatever they are seeking.” 

Kent entertains more than 45 million visi¬

“It therefore behoves bowlers of the 
express type to adopt slower methods on dangerous 
pitches,” one correspondent wrote. 

50 - IT was a bad weekend to be a 
record holder at Brands Hatch, as a 
series of marks went tumbling. 

Harold Greene set a 50cc lap record 
of 52.15mph on his 50 Sheene special and Bill 
Bodice beat his own time of 67.84mph as he rode to 
victory in the 10-lap sidecar scratch race, setting a 
new lap record of 68.04mph.

For a time this didn’t appear to matter. 
With money to bum the Brickies recmited a 
host of players with Football League experi¬ 
ence, including the ex-Liverpool midfielder 
Jimmy Case and romped to the Southern 
League Southern Division title in 1992/93. 

But in common with many multi-purpose 
stadiums, it was almost impossible to create 
an atmosphere, especially when compared 
with The Bull. 

Fans were a long way even from the 
dog track and Central Park had a knack 
of making 1,000 supporters look and sound 
like 100. 

Maintenance costs alone were crippling 
and when the money from the sale of the 
Bull ran out, Sittingbourne tumbled into 
the red. Swale Council bought the stadium 
but by 1997 the club were defaulting on 
the rent. 

Roger Caims saved the day when he 
stepped in to take over the greyhound rac¬ 
ing lease and to this day dogs still circle the 


Central Park track, but football hasn’t been 
played there since Sittingboume’s tenants 
Maidstone took on Gillingham in a pre-sea- 
son friendly in 2002. 

Sittingbourne, after years of stmggling to 
survive on crowds of about 200, decamped 
to what was then known as Pitch One, a 
training field next to the main ground at the 
start of the 2002/2003 season. 

The Brickies have since stabilised at the 
renamed Bourne Park under chairman 
Andy Spice, though the permanent shadow 
of Central Park stands as a memory to the 
club’s fleeting madness in the 1990s. 

No such memorial exists at the site of The 
Bull, just the usual housing development 
and the standard car park, but the feeling 
persists that if someone offered to rebuild 
the old ground, Sittingbourne would go back 
there in a shot.

FOGHORN-VOICED Cher once 
sang of a desire to Turn Back 
Time and Sittingbourne support¬ 
ers may similarly be wishing they 
could go back a couple of decades 
to avert their departure from 
their home of nearly a century 

North of the Avenue of Remembrance and 
west of Bell Road, The Bull Ground was 
Sittingboume’s HQ from 1892 to 1990 and 
it was here they grew into an established 
force in Kent football, despite enduring the 
cyclical financial crises that beset almost 
every local club. 

The Brickies won Kent League titles, 
Kent Senior Cups and flirted with the 
Southern League, all at a ground that was 
integral to their success. 

Local author Mike Floate wrote that it 
had: “enormous character and that indefin¬ 
able atmosphere that no amount of money 
can design into a facilty.” 

Floate’s case was proved by Central Park, 
where the club frittered away the £4.5 million 
they earned from selling The Bull in 1990. 

The first, but not the most crippling flaw 
was the name. The new ground was only 
“central” to Sittingbourne in relation to 
Faversham, or Ulan Bator. 

Casual supporters who were happy to walk 
to The Bull on a Saturday afternoon now had 
to trek for half an hour through an industri¬ 
al estate to this gigantic folly of a stadium. 


Conway hurt in 220mph Indy smash

MIKE Conway described his 220mph horror 
crash during Indy 500 practice as the most 
frightening experience of his racing career, but 
remains confident he will qualify for the 
famous event, writes Tom Howard. 

The Sevenoaks racer, making his debut in 
one of motorsport’s oldest and prestigious 
events, was mshed to hospital this week after 
his car speared into the concrete wall at 
220mph during a practice session. 

The 24-year-old was taken to a hospital in 
Indianapolis and kept in overnight as a pre¬ 
caution. Conway had his car to thank for 
absorbing the impact as he suffered bruised 
lungs and concussion. 

The incident is the latest of run of bad luck 
the driver has experienced since moving 
across the Atlantic to compete in America’s 
premier single-seater series. The former GP2 
driver is yet to finish a race. 

He told Kent on Sunday: “I am okay, but it 


was quite an impact. Looking back at the 
data, the team reckon the impact was 240 
times the force of gravity. I felt pretty bad after 
it, but I am good to go now. 

“There was no sign the car was going to let 
go, it was completely unexpected. 

“I can remember it well, I turned into the 
corner at full speed, but the car snapped 


into a spin sending me backwards into the 
wall. It was pretty scary.” 

The accident left Conway unable to com¬ 
pete in the first two qualifying sessions, but 
he remains confident he will get the all clear 
from medical staff to compete in final quali¬ 
fying tonight for the 93rd running of the 
Indy 500.

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How jeers turned to cheers for Gills boss

AFTER the Priestfield pitch had 
been cleared of delirious fans last 
Sunday, the squad came back out 
to milk the applause and celebrate 
reaching the play-off final. 

It was a deserving tribute to a side that had 
just reached a Wembley final, but arguably the 
most important figure was absent. 

After doing the obligatory television inter¬ 
view, manager Mark Stimson chose to spend 
the immediate aftermath with his 13-year-old 
daughter, Chloe. 

“She’s been here a couple of times when 
there’s been a bit of abuse flying,” he said. “It 
was nice to spend that moment with her 
because when it happened she was quite 
upset. I’ve tried to explain to her it’s part of 
daddy’s job and not to worry because one day 
they’ll start singing my name.” 


Stimson has needed a thicker skin than his 
daughter since arriving at Priestfield to take 
charge of his first league job in November 2007. 

His forthright style may have made a 
refreshing change to those in the press box, 
but it did not go down well with a section of 
supporters, branding him a non-league 
manager out of his depth who got the club 
relegated. 

Stimson admits his first season was tough. 

He said: “It was a challenge last year. I des¬ 
perately wanted to keep the club in League 
One last year and I failed, which was very dis¬ 
appointing. I would say it was probably 95 per 
cent my fault.” 

A stuttering start to this season again 
prompted rumblings of discontent. Gradually 
his revamped squad, built with meagre 
resources, improved and still have the chance 
to bounce straight back to League One. 

Few players know Stimson better than 
Adam Miller, who followed him to Priestfield 
from Stevenage last season. The midfielder 
has also taken flak from a minority of fans but 


believes it is time for Stimson to get the recog¬ 
nition he deserves. 

He said: “Let’s be honest, it’s all down to 
him. We’re all his signings bar about four or 
five of us, so it’s him that has turned the club 
around. The players he’s brought in are 
young, hungry and want to achieve things. 
That’s all from him.” 

Alan Liptrott, co-editor of fans website 
GillsConnect.com, has been a critic of 
Stimson’s in the past, but believes recent 
results have won a lot of people over. 

He said: “Hopefully getting to Wembley will 
get most of his critics back onside. I think he’s 
made great strides. Fans blamed him for the 
relegation but equally he should get the credit 
for this season.” 

Undoubtedly even victory next Saturday 
would still leave some unconvinced, but the 
majority would this time like the opportunity 
to applaud the manager, as well as the players. 
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Fleet chief in 
bid to keep 
hold of Daish 

EBBSFLEET United chairman John Moules 
is quietly confident manager Liam Daish will 
agree a new deal at the club, despite being 
issued with a reduced playing budget. 

Uncertainty surrounds the future of the 
Fleet boss with his contract at Stonebridge 
Road coming to an end this summer. 

Daish, who has been in charge of Fleet for 
four years, admitted he would be keen to 
stay, but only if the club are “heading in the 
right direction.” 

After a number of meetings between 
Moules and Daish, the Fleet chairman 
believes the former Ireland international 
will sign a new deal, although it has to be 
ratified by the club’s website owners first. 

He said: ‘We had a meeting this week and 
I gave Liam the playing budget to look over. 
He will be talking to the players this week 
about their future. Let’s just say when Liam 
received the budget news he didn’t make 
any negative comments. It is looking prom¬ 
ising that he will sign a new contract, but 
we all know how quickly things can change 
in 24 hours.” 

If Daish agrees to a new deal, he could be 
given a playing budget of £5,000 per week, 
50 per cent down on last year.

Rush is on for the hottest ticket in town 


GILLINGHAM fans have been queuing 
overnight to get their hands on tickets for the 
club’s play-off final against Shrewsbury at 
Wembley. 

More than 40,000 fans roared the club to 
victory against Wigan in their last Wembley 
appearance nine years ago and a blue army 
is again set to make the trip for the game on 
Saturday. 

Gillingham received an allocation of 38,000 
tickets for the big game from the Football 
League, almost twice the 21,000 initially given 
to their opponents. The first batch went on 
sale to season ticket holders on Friday, with 
hundreds queuing for hours to be among the 
first to get their hands on the sought-after 
tickets. 

Huge numbers of supporters lined up yes¬ 
terday when tickets went on general sale. 

Alan Liptrott, co-editor of fansite 
GillsConnect.com, is a veteran of the club’s two 
previous Wembley play-off finals and believes it 
will again capture the supporters’ imagination. 

He said: “The fans haven’t had a lot to 
cheer about over the last few years. Coming 
down from the Championship all the way to 
League Two was a blow but getting to 
Wembley is a major step. I think it’s going to 
galvanise the supporters in the hope there are 
better things to come.” 



While the fans have embraced the game it 
is clear Wembley still holds a special place in 
players’ minds. 

There are always many compelling stories 
going into big finals, but on the Gillingham 
side there is none more so than goalkeeper 


Simon Royce. The 37-year-old is nearing 400 
appearances in a lengthy career but has only 
ever been to Wembley once as a spectator. 

He said: “I’ve only ever been to Wembley 
when I was 11 years old to watch the Milk 
Cup final so for me it’s a day out I’m going to 


really look forward to. I never thought it 
would come to be honest, it was quite 
emotional in the changing room after 
[Rochdale]. 

“To wait until I’m 37 is fantastic so I’m 
going to make the most of it.”

Clubs urged to 
make decision 
on step six plan 


NON-LEAGUE clubs across the county have 
been given a fortnight to express their inter¬ 
est in the introduction of a new division. 

Kent is one of only two counties that does¬ 
n’t have access to a league at step six of the 
football pyramid. Under the present situation 
there is a gap between the Kent County 
Premier League at step seven and the Kent 
League Premier Division at step five. 

Representatives from a variety of clubs 
across the county met at Londswood on 
Wednesday to discuss the plans. 

They were given a questionnaire to fill out 
and return to the Kent County Football 
Association (KCFA) within the next two weeks 
to gauge the level of interest and how best to 
progress. 

Keith Masters, chief executive at the 
KCFA, said: “Step six on the national league 
system is something that Kent desperately 
needs. It’s not impossible to bridge the gap, 
but the number of clubs who have done it is 
not that great.” 

Leap 

Few clubs are able to make the leap from the 
County League to the Kent League due to the 
more stringent ground requirements at the 
higher level. Step seven sides can only apply 
for ground improvement grants of £20,000 - 
nowhere near enough to do the work needed - 
but at step six the money available to clubs is 
five times higher. 

Several issues remain, but Kent League 
chairman Denise Richmond is optimistic of 
ironing out the problems in time to introduce 
it in time for the 2010/11 season. 

She said: “We’ll all push for it to happen for 
then. The quicker we get it then the quicker 
clubs have access to funding.”

Steffan bids a fond 
farewell to county 


Somerset bowler tells of hopes for return to Kent

STEFFAN Jones is pinning his 
hopes on a return to Kent when 
his contract ends with Somerset 
at the end of the season. 

The big-hearted Welshman’s loan spell fin¬ 
ished at the end of the week and the 35-year- 
old has returned to Taunton in a bid to win 
his place back in Justin Langer’s side. 

The medium-fast bowler was so impressed 
with Rob Key’s squad and his experience at 
St Lawrence, that he hopes a return to 
Canterbury will be on the cards next summer. 

He told Kent on Sunday: “My contract is 
up at the end of the season and I would like 
the opportunity to go to Kent. If I stay at 
Somerset then that’s great, but the only 
other county I would want to go to is Kent. 

Fitness 

“I have still got a good two years in me, I 
pride myself on my fitness and I would like 
the opportunity to bowl again for Kent. 

“It’s mixed emotions for me because obvi¬ 
ously Somerset is home for me and they pay 
the bills, but I really enjoyed my time at Kent. 
Simon Willis is a good coach and Rob Key is 
one of the best captains I have played under. 

“It’s a lovely old family club and is just what 
I needed at this stage of the season, I think I 
needed to feel loved as sometimes you are 
taken for granted in cricket. It’s nice to know 
someone thinks you can bowl.”

The former Northamptonshire and 
Derbyshire seamer was drafted into the Kent 
squad at a time the club had injuries to front¬ 
line bowlers Amjad Khan, Robbie Joseph, 
Martin Saggers and Simon Cook, while Ryan 
McLaren was unavailable and an overseas 
bowler was yet to be announced. 


Although he took only four wickets at 44 in 
three County Championship games, he led 
the attack well and deserved more wickets 
than he got. Coach Simon Willis said the 
Welshman’s influence was felt both on and off 
the pitch and hasn’t closed the door on Jones 
returning in the future. 

“Steffan has been superb not only out on 
the field but in the dressing room, he has 
been fantastic,” he said. “He loves playing the 
game and wants to be successful. He is con¬ 
tracted to Somerset until the end of this sea¬ 
son, but what happens after that we will have 
to wait and see.” 

Having made his First-Class debut in 
1997, Jones has experienced life in both 
Divisions of the County Championship and 
is confident Kent will bounce straight back 
after relegation last season, but did offer 
some advice. 

“I think Kent will easily win the league 
in that division,” he said. 

“I hope they can get out of the rut of not get¬ 
ting batting bonus points though, because 
that cost them last year. It’s okay when you 
are winning games, but it’s the ones that you 
draw that you need to be picking up batting 
points in the first innings. Hopefully they can 
sort that out. 

“The bowling line-up is very strong but I 
think the batting line-up is probably the best 
in both divisions, although Somerset are also 
pretty strong.”

Pre-season graft p av s off for Kent off-spinner as he 
p osts career-best figures in Championship and FPT 


I T is always hugely satisfying 
in sport when a lot of hard 
work pays off on the field, and 
that is exactly how I feel after 
the opening month of the season. 

Taking career-best figures of 8 for 66 
against Glamorgan, to win us that County 
Championship game, and also a one-day 
best of 6 for 27 when we defeated Middlesex 
at Southgate in the Friends Provident 
Trophy, is actually only the start of why I am 
so pleased with how things have gone. 

I said at the end of last season that, after 
enduring a summer in which I felt I had 
not done justice to myself - with ball or bat 
- I would go away and work as hard as I 
could at my game over the winter months, 
and then aim to come back strongly in 
April and May 

The fact I didn’t get England Lions recog¬ 
nition either last winter, 12 months after I 
had been selected to join the senior England 
one-day squad on tour in New Zealand, put 
my situation into even starker relief. 

Part of my winter work was a trip to 
Bangalore in India to work with some spin 
coaches and other spinners who were there, 
and I have reported in this column before 
how valuable I have found the advice Min 
Patel has been giving me. 

That work with Min has continued 
through pre-season and into the season 
itself, and I am also in touch with him on the 
phone when I need to chat about any 
specifics. As all Kent fans know, Min was a 
canny performer and a fine cricketer and it 
is great for me to be able to call on his knowl¬ 
edge and know-how.

But you still have to go out there and per¬ 
form yourself, and I am delighted that the 
couple of little things that I have changed in 
my action - after working with Min - are 
going well and that I’ve also put into prac¬ 
tice a slight difference in my approach to 
bowling in Championship cricket. 

D uring my time as a in First-Class crick¬ 
eter I’ve always been an aggressive 
bowler and I try to bowl an attacking 
line in an effort to take wickets. 

But, as Min has said, there are times 
when that isn’t the right way to go and that 
is when you do need to think about your 
economy rate first and put pressure back on 
the batsmen. 

It is only a subtle difference, and my 
wicket-taking so far this season shows I 
have still been getting people out, but it is a 
mental shift which has helped me already. 

Seventeen wickets at an average of 17.23 
in our first three Championship matches is 
a very pleasing return, with the highlight 
of course the eight-for against Glamorgan, 
especially as at one stage on that last day 
the draw was the favourite result. 

But I have also been pleased to score 165 


runs in those same games and to have made 
two half-centuries at important times. 

All in all, too, it has been an excellent start 
to the summer for us - especially when you 
think we have not yet been at full strength. 
Ryan McLaren is still to come, when he 
returns from the IPL, and Amjad Khan 
should be fit again to do some bowling by the 
end of May. 

Our two Championship wins against 
Essex and Glamorgan were both magnifi¬ 
cent efforts and have put us in the top two - 
which is right where we wanted to be early 
on as promotion back to Division One is the 
primary goal for everyone this year. 

But, hopefully, we can also qualify for the 
quarter-finals of the FPT after winning 
three of our first four games, and soon we 
will have the Twenty20 Cup to look forward 
to again. 

F inally, a word about Wayne Parnell, our 
new 19-year old quick bowler from 
South Africa. He has fitted into the 
dressing room superbly well, and has 
impressed all of us with his maturity as a 
cricketer - with bat as well as ball. 

He is obviously an extremely talented lad, 
and although his current spell with us fin¬ 
ishes this week, I hope we see him back at 
Kent again in the very near future. 

At Chelmsford, during our back-from-the- 
dead Championship win, he bowled as fast 
as I’ve seen anyone in county cricket - 
including Mohammad Sami, who was at 
times rapid to say the least when he played 
for Kent a few years ago.

If you are lucky enough to join the fourth 
estate, the first law is not be overawed by the 
presence of people who are there because they 
actually know what they are talking about. 

Stationed in the 
Lord’s media centre 
for the first Test 
between England 
and West Indies, at 
one point I found 
myself between 
David ‘Bumble’ Lloyd 
and Nasser Hussein. 

A day-glo Mark 
Nicholas swept 
around the corridors, 

Sir Geoffrey Boycott 
stood waiting 

patiently (how else?) 
for coffee and I 
shared a lift with 
Alec ‘Bowling Croftie’ 

Stewart. 

With a top score last season of 11 not out for 
West Peckham, in company like this it’s advis¬ 
able to keep your mouth shut. Don’t, however, 
assume that everyone present knows what 
they’re talking about. 

It would be easy to get used to this kind of 
life. From a financial point of view the bene¬ 
fits are obvious. 

Over five days you can save £600 in match 
tickets by getting accredited and a far greater 
sum by enjoying the free food and drink, 
taking into account Lord’s prices and the 
apparent ‘idiot tax’ levied on members of 
the public who have the temerity to get 
either hungry or thirsty.

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FORD EXILE OVER 
AT LAST FOR KENT 

South African coach allowed into UK after visa delay 


KENT’S director of cricket 
Graham Ford has told how he 
thought he would be denied join¬ 
ing up with the county for the 
entire summer. 

The South African coach has been exiled in 
his native country for eight weeks, forcing 
him to miss the club’s start to the season 
after stringent visa regulations denied his 
entrance to the country. 

But now the 48-year-old has finally been 
granted a visa and joins up with the Kent 
side today as they travel to Edinburgh to 
play the Scottish Saltires in the Friends 
Provident Trophy. 

Speaking from South Africa, Ford told Kent 
on Sunday: “It’s finally happened, I honestly 
thought it was never going to happen at one 
point. It has not been ideal watching from a 
distance, it’s been pretty frustrating. 

“I guess I’m just excited that it’s going to 
happen and it’s a case of getting down to busi- 
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ness as quickly as possible. I am keen to get 
going, see the boys, and watch them play.” 

The former South Africa coach flies in at 
Heathrow this morning where he will then be 
transported to Gatwick to meet up with the 
Kent squad and the coaching staff, before 
boarding a plane to Edinburgh. 

His arrival will be a welcome relief to the 
club’s coaching staff, led by Simon Willis, who 
have done a good job preparing the players 
for games in Ford’s absence. 

Willis in particular has worked well with 
skipper Rob Key and his stand-in, Martin 
van Jaarsveld, to help Kent to second in the 
County Championship. 

Ford said knowing Willis was in charge 
ensured his exile was easier to take. 

“I have always had confidence in Simon and 
again he has done a fantastic job,” he said. 
“The players deserve a pat on the back as they 
too have taken on responsibility for their own 
games. The one thing that has made it easier 
is knowing we have fantastic leadership at 
the club with Rob Key, Simon and vice-cap- 
tain Martin van Jaarsveld, and having that 
quality in place helps.” 

Ford has also played an active part in dis¬ 
cussions as to whether the club bring Wayne 
Parnell back as the county’s overseas player 
after the World Twenty20 or bring in an inter¬ 
national batsman while Key is also away with

England playing in the same competition. 

The club’s cricket committee will meet 
again next week to discuss the situation as 
Parnell’s contract ends after Wednesday’s 
trip to play Warwickshire at Edgbaston. 

Ford also said the committee will be mak¬ 
ing a decision about the future of bowling 
coach Geoff Arnold, who joined the club on a 
consultancy basis from Surrey in pre-season. 

For now, Ford is hopeful he will not have to 
go through the same situation with his visa 
application next season. 

He said: “I imagine I will not have to take 
the English literacy test again, so hopefully 
next year everything will be in place.”
